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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


St.  Louis,  Mo.,  December  10,  1894. 
To  His  Excellency,  W.  J.  Stone,  Governor,  Jefferson  City,  Mo. : 

Dear  Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  recom- 
mendations, which  were  formulated  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in 
session  at  the  Southern  hotel,  St.  Louie,  Mo.,  May  8. 

We  respectfully  recommend  legislation  on  the  following  subjects  : 

1.  An  act  creating  local  boards  of  health  to  aid  in  the  local  per- 
formance of  the  general  duties  required  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  to  co-operate  with  it  in  promoting  and  protecting  the  public  health. 

2.  An  act  authorizing  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  employ  and 
direct  chemical,  biological  and  other  expert  assistance  at  reputable 
laboratories  within  the  State,  to  conduct  the  investigations  bearing  on 
public  health  hereinafter  designated,  and  providing  penalties  or  re- 
medial powers  for  the  punishment  of  fraud,  when  detected  by  such  in- 
vestigation, or  of  correcting  conditions  that  jeopardize  the  health  of 
the  people. 

Investigation  to  embrace  : 

A.  The  purity,  wholesomeness,  identity  and  adulteration  of  food 
products  of  all  kinds,  natural  and  artificial,  mineral  waters,  ice,  bever- 
ages, drugs,  chemicals,  proprietary  and  patent  medicines,  etc.  A  gen- 
eral protective  oversight  of  the  water  supplies  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses within  the  State,  seeking  to  define  the  nature  of  any  impurity  or 
contamination  in  such  waters,  and  pointing  out  the  legal  corrective  or 
preventive  measures  to  insure  their  wholesomeness. 

B.  The  disposal  of  garbage,  offal  and  sewage  in  such  manner  as 
best  to  protect  the  public  health. 

C.  The  diseases  of  domestic  animals  and  their  communicability  to 
human  beings,  including  means  of  control  and  prevention. 

D.  The  regulation  of  noxious  or  offensive  trades  or  manufactur- 
ing processes. 
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E.  The  ventilation  and  general  hygiene  of  schools  and  public 
institutions. 

F.  Providing  a  fund  for  foregoing  purposes,  and  designating  a 
limit  of  expenditure  per  annum. 

3.  An  act  creating  a  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  capital,  to 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  providing 
a  clerk  and  suitable  rooms  for  its  use — the  object  of  such  Bureau  to 
be  as  follows : 

A.  To  collect,  arrange  for  reference,  and  publish  from  time  to 
time,  such  public  records  and  statistical  information  as  shall  be  useful 
to  statesmen,  political  economists  and  sanitarians,  in  the  investigation 
of  the  life  history  of  people  or  the  science  of  society  and  government, 
or  as  may  be  employed  as  evidence  in  legal  disputes  involving  ques- 
tions of  heritage,  legitimacy  or  illegitimacy,  right  of  suffrage  because 
of  age  or  maturity,  loss  of  identity  after  prolonged  absence,  or  to  estab- 
lish identity  of  one  claiming  protection  of  the  government.  Also, 
such  disease  and  mortuary  records  as  indicate  the  nature,  distribution 
and  causes  of  disease  and  death,  or  whose  required  records  serve  to 
detect  or  prevent  crime. 

B.  Provision  to  be  made  in  the  act  for  the  registration  of  mar- 
riages, divorces,  births  and  deaths  in  each  county.  Record  books, 
blanks  and  forms  of  returns  to  be  furnished  by  the  State  Board,  and 
returns  made  through  the  Board  to  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics. 
Compensation  to  be  provided  for  county  ofiSces  of  record. 

4.  An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  contingent  fund  of  $12,000, 
to  be  used  only  in  case  of  an  epidemic,  threatened  or  present,  jeopardiz- 
ing the  health  of  the  State,  and  then  only  by  vote  of  the  State  Board 
approved  by  the  Governor. 

5.  The  rapidly  increasing  use  of  lakes  and  rivers  for  the  disposal 
of  manufacturing  waste,  sewage,  garbage  and  other  offal  of  cities,  has 
(3aused  the  contamination  of  municipal  and  domestic  water  supplies  to 
become  a  subject  of  national  importance.  We  think,  therefore,  that 
its  investigation  should  be  undertaken  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment. We  respectfully  suggest  that  Congress  be  memorialized  to 
create  a  commission,  with  sufficient  means  and  full  powers  to  examine 
into  the  whole  question  of  interstate  water  pollution^  and  publish  their 
results  with  suggestions  for  prevention  and  relief. 

The  Board  begs  to  submit,  also,  as  a  part  of  its  recommendations, 
the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  "  Animal  Diseases  Transmis, 


sible  to  Man,"  with  the  hope  that  it  be  considered  in  connection  with 
the  above  : 

"Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  connect- 
ing the  State  Veterinary  Sanitary  Service  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  beg  to  report  that  having  met  and  canvassed  the  subject,  and 
communicated  with  certain  members  and  some  oflBcers  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  recommend  that  the 
State  Veterinary  Surgeon  be  made  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  whenever  any  condition  in  the  State  concerning  the 
diseases  of  live  stock  and  the  diseases  of  meats  and  milk  shall,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Board,  demand  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of 
this  ofl&cer.  We  deem  it  wise  to  advise  the  public  that  this  view  of 
the  matter  is  taken,  because  severil  of  the  worst  and  most  fatal  mal- 
adies of  man  exist  in  animals,  and  are  inter-communicable  (notably 
consumption,  which  is  largely  prevalent  among  milch  eows),  and  be- 
cause there  is  but  one  medical  science,  so  to  speak,  and  one  science  of 
hygiene  (pathology  in  man  and  beast  being  identical),  and  furthermore, 
the  sanitary  service  of  the  State  covering  man  and  beast  should  be 
economically  guarded  under  one  head  concerning  most  of  its  work, 
provided  that  that  head  be  versed  in  medicine  and  hygiene. 

"Your  Committee  deem  it  wise,  however,  not  to  recommend  at  this 
date  the  complete  transference  of  the  State  Veterinarian  from  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  to  the  State  Board  of  Health.

With  a  view  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  be  properly 
represented  to  the  Legislature,  the  Board  of  Health  respectfully  sug- 
gests that  your  Excellency  recommend  the  appointment,  in  the  Senate 
and  House,  of  a  committee  on  Sanitary  Affairs,  to  whom  all  questions 
of  proposed  legislation,  relating  to  public  health,  domestic  hygiene  and 
veterinary  sanitation,  be  referred. 

Enclosed  herewith,  the  Board  begs  to  submit,  with  its  approval, 
the  claim  of  Dr.  George  Homan,  ex-Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  which  explains  itself.  The  Board  believes  in  the  justice  of  the 
claim  and  that  it  should  be  liquidated. 

Covering  the  various  recommendations  of  this  communication,  it 
is  respectfully  suggested  that  enactments  be  invited  by  your  Excel- 
lency, in  your  coming  message,  should  you  deem  it  wise  and  desirable.

To  the  Son.  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri  : 

Gentlemen — As  an  ex-member  and  former  official  of  your  honor- 
able body,  I  beg  to  submit  to  your  favorable  attention  the  following 
statement  of  facts,  to  wit : 

I  first  qualified  as  a  member  of  the  Board  on  July  2, 1885,  and  was, 
the  same  day,  elected  Secretary,  vice  J.  C.  Hearne,  whose  salary  up  to 
that  time  was  fixed  at  the  rate  of  $2000  per  annum. 

The  Legislature  madenoappropriation]forthe  Board  at  the  session 
of  1885,  hence  no  funds  were  available  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Secre- 
tary, nor  was  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  made  in  1887  ;  but, 
beginning  January  1,  1889,  appropriations  for  this  purpose  have  since 
been  regularly  made  at  the  rate  of  11500  per  annum. 

Therefore,  during  the  time  from  July  2,  1885,  to  January  1,  1889,  a 
period  of  three  and  one-half  years,  during  which  I  served  continuously 
as  Secretary ,^I  received  no  pay,  nor  have  I  since  been  recompensed  for 
such  services,  although  my  predecessor  was  paid  and  my  successors 
likewise  have  drawn  their  salaries. 

The  services  rendered  by  me  daring  the  time  indicated  when  I  re- 
ceived no  salary  were,  in  character  and  amount,  the  same  as  others 
holding  the  office  have  performed,  and  I  believe  I  have  a  rightful  claim 
to  compensation  therefor;  that  the  claim  is  a  just  one,  and  that  the 
State  should  make  provision  for  its  equitable  liquidation. 

The  printed  reports  of  the  Board  for  the  period  indicated  show 
somewhat  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  performed  by  me,  and  on 
pp.  17  and  18,  report  for  1888,  the  Treausurer  presents  a  duly  certified 
exhibit  respecting  the  matter  in  question,  and  this  is  again  referred  to 
by  him  on  page  26  of  the  report  for  the  next  year. 

The  matter  has  been  frequently  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  State 
authorities,  but  for  reasons  unknown  to  me  has  not  received  favorable 
action. 


I  presented  evidence  in  support  of  my  claim,  consisting  of  exhib- 
its and  the  afiBdavits  of  a  number  of  members  and  ex-members  of  the 
Board,  for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly  at  the  last  ses- 
sion, but  the  matter  apparently  was  overlooked. 

It  has  been  suggested,  if  the  Assembly  would  give  the  Board  a 
reasonably  liberal  appropriation  the  coming  session,  accompanied  with 
the  proviso  that  the  Board,  acting  with  the  Governor  and  Auditor, 
should  have  authority  to  examine  into  the  claim,  and  if  found  equita- 
ble, settle  it  on  a  just  basis — that  this  would  be  a  fair  way  to  dispose  of 
the  matter ;  and,  for  my  part,  I  should  be  perfectly  willing  to  rest  my 
cause  in  the  hands  of  such  a  tribunal  and  abide  by  their  judgment  in 
the  matter,  if  it  should  be  the  pleasure  of  your  honorable  body  to  take 
any  action  in  the  matter.

REPORT. 


Hon.  Wm.  J.  Stone,  Governob  of  Missouri, 

Jefferson  City,  Mo. : 

DE4.E  Sir — "Section  5433,  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  requires 
that  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  include  so  much  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  such  information  concerning  vital 
and  mortuary  statistics,  such  knowledge  respecting  diseases,  and  such 
instructions  on  the  subject  of  hygiene,  as  may  be  thought  useful  by 
the  Board  for  dissemination  among  the  people,  with  such  suggestions- 
as  to  legislative  action  as  they  may  deem  necessary." 

In  accordance  with  the  above  requirements  of  the  statutes  of 
Missouri,  I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  1893. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

There  being  no  existing  statute  compelling  the  organization  of 
county  Boards  of  Health,  and  the  report  of  such  facts  concerning 
vital  and  mortuary  statistics  in  each  county  as  would  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  complete  report  of  such  statistics  pertaining  to  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  the  State,  it  is  impossible  for  this  Board  to  make  such 
a  report. 

From  general  report  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  has  been 
no  epidemic  of  a  contagious  or  infectious  character  in  any  locality  in 
the  State  during  the  year,  nor  has  there  prevailed  endemically  in  any 
locality  in  the  State  (so  far  as  I  know),  any  disease  which  is  usually 
attended  with  a  high  percentage  of  death  rate,  such  as  typhoid  fever^ 
diphtheria,  etc. 

cholera. 

By  the  timely  action  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  of  Xew 
York,  which  Board  is  sustained  by  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  make 
it  efficient,  Asiatic  cholera  was  not  permitted  to  enter  into  the  United 
States.  Hence  Missouri,  with  all  the  other  states,  escaped  the  ravages 
of  that  much  dreaded  disease. 
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I  do  not  deem  it  oat  of  place  to  say  here  that  the  lesson  taught  by 
the  action  of  the  New  York  Board — of  their  being  enabled  through  a 
sufficient  appropriation  of  money  to  head  off  from  our  shores  this 
much-dreaded  disease — should  be  a  lesson  to  the  Legislature  and  to 
the  people  of  Missouri ;  for,  with  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  a  State  Board  in  times  of  emergency,  it  is  possible  to 
keep  from  the  borders  of  our  State  almost  any  disease,  epidemic  in 
character,  and  without  a  sufficient  appropriation  it  is  impossible  to  do 
anything. 

VITAL    STATISTICS. 

The  law  requiring  that  monthly  reports  of  births  and  deaths  in  the 
several  counties  of  this  State  should  be  made  to  this  Board  having 
been  repealed,  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  report  bearing  upon  this 
subject.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  law  was  repealed,  for  the  reason 
that  in  this  day  and  age  much  advancement  has  been  made,  and  much 
has  resulted  that  is  beneficial  to  mankind  in  general,  by  the  compar- 
ative study  of  disease  and  the  use  of  sanitary  statistics  pertaining  to 
different  localities;  and  Missouri,  standing  as  she  does  midway  be- 
tween the  oceans,  bordering  on  the  Mississippi,  traversed  by  the  great 
Missouri,  and  embracing  a  climate  in  which  almost  everything  may  be 
produced,  and  in  which,  during  our  winters,  the  diseases  of  the  North 
Temperate  zone  prevail,  and  in  summer  the  diseases  of  a  semi-tropical 
climate  may  alHO  prevail,  vital  and  mortuary  statistics  pertaining  to  a 
State  of  such  vast  area,  and  embracing  so  much  in  alternations  of  its 
climate  from  heat  to  cold,  would  be  of  vast  interest,  not  to  say  of  great 
value,  to  the  people  of  this  State,  and  also  to  the  people  of  the  whole 
country. 

It  takes  a  long  time  to  educate  people  up  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
necessity  and  value  of  such  statistics,  and  the  sooner  the  State  of 
Missouri  begins  this  work,  the  sooner  will  its  people  appreciate  the 
value  of  it.  We  cannot  accomplish  anything  in  this  direction  by  trust- 
ing to  the  voluntary  efforts  of  physicians  or  others.  While  it  is  true 
that  the  better  class  of  physicians,  who  understand  and  appreciate  the 
value  of  such  work,  are  always  doing  something  toward  the  accom- 
plishment of  these  ends,  yet  physicians,  being  human,  grow  tired  of 
always  laboring  without  reward. 

It  is  a  blot  upon  the  fair  name  of  Missouri  that,  when  the  great 
statisticians  of  the  world  are  handling  the  vital  and  mortuary  statistics 
of  this  country  and  of  other  countries,  when  they  come  to  the  State  of 
Missouri  they  find  it  an  absolute  blank.  Not  one  fact,  except  such  as 
are  obtained  by  this  Board  from  general  report,  can  be  found  upon 
which  they  may  base  even  an  opinion  with  regard  to  the  diseases  pre- 
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vailing  at  different  times  of  the  year  in  this  great  commonwealth. 
With  her  68,000  square  miles  of  territory  and  her  more  than  2,000,000 
population;  with  her  three  great  cities — St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Joseph — and  her  hundreds  of  other  smaller  towns  and  cities,  grid- 
ironed  from  north  to  south  and  east  to  west  with  great  railroad  sys- 
tems— in  matters  of  vital  and  mortuary  statistics,  matters  pertaining  to 
the  health  and  greatest  good  of  all  her  people,  stand  before  the  statis- 
tician as  absolutely  blank  as  the  kingdom  of  Dahomey. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  we  will  never  accomplish  anything  in 
this  direction  without  appropriate  legislation  upon  the  subject,  and 
this  legislation  must  make  it  obligatory  on  county  courts  to  appoint 
from  the  physicians  of  their  respective  counties  county  boards,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  take  under  consideration  and  inquire  into  the  health 
of  different  localities  of  each  county,  and  to  report,  through  their  sec- 
retary, the  result  of  their  investigations  to  the  secretary  of  this  Board  . 
and,  for  this  work,  those  who  attend  to  it  should  receive  some  sort  of 
compensation.  When  this  is  done,  the  great  mass  of  material  fur- 
nished from  all  the  counties  of  this  State  may  be  made  use  of  by  this 
Board,  in  compiling  statistics  that  will  certainly  be  of  vast  importance 
to  the  people  of  this  State  and  of  the  whole  country. 

In  the  growth  and  development  of  a  State  like  Missouri,  with  her 
great  numbers  of  cities  and  towns,  the  necessity  for  such  work  grows 
with  each  year.  There  is  a  growing  necessity  for  the  examination  of 
the  water  supply  of  the  cities  and  towns,  of  a  chemical  analysis  of 
water  and  food  products  in  localities  where  diseases  depending  for 
their  propagation  upon  a  specific  germ  prevail,  and  there  is  a  growing 
necessity  for  examination  into  the  water  supply  and  sewage  of  public 
buildings  and  of  other  great  buildings,  the  sewage  and  drainage  o^ 
cities  and  towns,  and  the  sewage  and  ventilation  of  public  schoo 
buildings,  so  that  the  health  of  the  people  may  thereby  be  protected. 
When  the  law  makes  this  kind  of  work  compulsory  on  somebody  in 
«very  part  of  the  State,  then  something  of  value  may  be  accomplished ; 
until  then,  we  cannot  expect  anything.

From  time  to  time  this  Board  has  recommended  to  the  Executive 
of  Missouri  such  laws  as  they  deem  necessary  to  the  accomplishment 
of  the  object  above  referred  to. 

In  the  report  of  1893,  covering  the  year  1892,  on  page  12,  the 
following  was  recommended : 
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XEGISLATION   RECOMMENDED   AND   AMENDMENTS    TO    EXISTING  LAWS 

SUGGESTED. 

1.  An  act  making  compulsory  the  early  organization  of  local 
Boards  of  Health  throughout  the  State,  and  making  provisions  for  the 
payment  of  their  executive  ofihcers. 

2.  An  act  establishing  a  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  entering  upon  the  practice  of 
medicine,  surgery  or  midwifery  in  the  State  after  the  period  of  its 
enactment — said  Board  to  meet  twice  a  year,  and  no  member  of  said 
body  to  have  any  connection  with  or  financial  interest  in  any  medical 
college  whatever. 

3.  An  act  requiring,  under  penalty,  that  all  imitation  food  pro- 
ducts, or  articles  in  common  domestic  use,  shall  be  plainly  branded,  so 
as  to  show  their  true  character. 

4.  An  act  authorizing  the  employment  of  a  competent  chemist, 
and  making  proper  provisions  for  his  support,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  test  the  purity  and  wholesomeness  of  all  articles  exposed  for  sale 
in  the  market  as  food  products  of  all  kinds,  public  water  supplies, 
natural  and  artificial  mineral  waters,  drugs,  proprietary  and  patent 
medicines,  etc.,  and  to  make  reports  of  them  to  the  Board  as  required. 

5.  An  act  appropriating  $12,000  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Board,  including  co.st  of  collecting  and  recording  vital  and  mortuary 
statistics,  rent,  fuel,  clerk  hire,  salary  of  Secretary,  etc.,  and  $25,000 
as  contingent  or  emergency  fund,  to  be  used  in  defending  the  people 
of  the  State  against  dangerous,  infectious  or  epidemic  diseases. 

6.  Amend  section  5428  so  that  county  clerks  shall  receive  com- 
pensation for  making  the  record  required  and  furnishing  transcripts  of 
same  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

7.  Amend  section  5433  so  that  the  Board  shall  report  twice  a 
year  to  the  General  Assembly,  with  the  duty  to  make  reports  to  the 
Governor  on  special  subjects  as  required. 

In  conclusion,  all  the  members  of  the  Board  desire  to  express  to 
you  their  thanks  for  the  courtesy  you  have  shown  them  in  their  rela- 
tions with  you,  and  for  the  encouragement  and  assistance  which  you 
have  always  been  ready  to  give  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  the  Missouri  State 
Board  of  Health.

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At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Missouri  Medical  Association,  held 
at  Sedalia.  Mo.,  May  17,  1893,  Dr.  J.  D,  Griffith,  then  President  of  th& 
State  Board  of  Health,  introduced  the  following : 

SUPPLEMENT  TO  THE  REPORT  ON  STATE  MEDICINE. 

A  BILL  FOB,  THE  CREATION  OF  A  STATE  BOARD  OF  MEDICAL  EXA.MINERS. 

An  act  providing  that  from  and  after  March  1,  1893,  there  shall 
be  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners  for  the  State,  one  represent- 
ing the  institute  of  Homeopathy,  another  the  State  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  the  other  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society — each  board  to  consist 
of  nine  members,  each  of  said  members  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three 
years  from  March  1,  next  after  his  appointment,  excepting  those  ap- 
pointed by  virtue  of  this  act  to  serve  as  follows:  Three  of  each 
board  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  three  years,  from 
March  1,  1893.  Power  of  appointment  is  vested  in  the  Governor  of 
the  State,  who  shall  appoint  the  members  of  said  board  from  lists  of 
nominees  to  be  submitted  by  each  of  the  three  medical  societies,  the 
number  of  nominees  to  equal  or  exceed  twice  the  number  of  appoint- 
ments to  be  made  from  each  of  said  societies.  Each  of  the  nominees 
shall  be  appointed  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
society  with  which  said  nominee  may  be  in  affiliation,  and  the  names  of 
such  nominees  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  on  or 
before  February  1,  of  each  year.  From  these  lists  of  nominees  the 
Governor  of  the  State  shall,  prior  to  March  1,  ot  each  year,  appoint 
three  members  to  the  three  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners,  ex- 
cept the  first  board  appointed,  when  he  shall  appoint  nine  for  each 
board,  designating  three  members  to  hold  office  one  year,  three  mem- 
bers for  two  years  and  three  members  for  three  years  in  each  board. 
In  case  of  failure  of  any  or  of  all  of  said  medical  societies  to  submit 
nominees  prior  to  July  1,  of  each  year,  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
members  in  good  standing  of  the  corresponding  society  or  societies 
entitled  to  nominate,  without  other  restrictions. 

No  one  connected  with  a  medical  college  in  any  official  way,  as  an 
instructor,  stockholder,  or  as  officer  of  an  alumni  society  of  any  med- 
ical college,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  societies.  Any  nominee  or 
member  who,  after  his  nomination  or  appointment,  shall  accept  a  posi- 
tion in  any  medical  college  as  an  official,  stockholder,  instructor  or  offi- 
cer of  the  alumni  society  of  any  medical  college,  shall  be  ineligible  to 
continue  as  a  member  of  or  as  a  nominee  for  said  Board.  The  Governor 
shall  fill  vacancies  caused  by  death  or  otherwise,  and  may  remove  any 
member  of  either  of  said  boards  for  continued  neglect  of  duties,  or  on 
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Tecommendation  of  the  medical  society  of  which  said  member  may  be 
in  affiliation,  for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct.  The  boards 
are  to  be  known  as  Boards  of  Medical  Examiners  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri. Each  of  said  boards  of  examiners  shall  make  and  adopt  the 
necessary  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  whereby  to  perform  the  duties 
and  transact  the  business  required. 

From  the  income  provided  by  the  act  the  boards  of  examiners 
may  pay,  not  to  exceed  said  income,  all  proper  expenses  incurred  by  its 
provisions;  if  any  surplus  above  expenses  shall  remain  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  it  shall  be  apportioned  by  said  boards  among  examiners,  pro 
rata,  according  to  the  number  of  candidates  examined  by  each. 

The  first  meeting  of  each  Examining  Board  shall  be  held  pursuant 
to  a  call  by  the  Governor,  within  two  months  from  March  1,  1893.  At 
this  meeting  an  organization  shall  be  effected  by  the  election  of  a  pres- 
ident and  secretary. 

For  examining  applicants  for  license,  each  board  shall  hold  one  or 
more  special  meetings  a  year,  in  a  city  affording  opportunities  for  clini- 
cal and  anatomical  examination,  notice  of  which  shall  be  made  public. 
Each  member  of  each  board  shall  be  assigned  by  the  president,  each 
year,  one  of  the  various  branches,  and  each  shall  prepare  questions  for 
the  branch  to  which  he  has  been  assigned,  and  shall  conduct  the  ex- 
amination in  that  branch.  If  the  member  is  absent  when  the  examina- 
tion is  in  progress,  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  appoint  another  in 
his  place,  using  the  set  of  questions  of  the  absent  member,  if  there  be 
such ;  if  none,  the  second  member  shall  provide  same ;  at  such  meet- 
ings a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  examinations  may  be  con- 
ducted by  a  committee  authorized  by  the  board,  provided  the  questions 
are  assigned  by  the  board  as  aforesaid.  If  persons  applying  for  certi- 
ficates pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  they  shall  be  given  a  certificate 
to  that  effect.  But  in  all  cases,  the  Board  representing  the  Missouri 
Institute  of  homeopathy  shall  examine  the  applicants  in  affiliation  with 
the  Homeopathic  school;  the  board  representing  eclectic,  those  in 
affiliation  with  the  eclectic  school,  and  those  representing  the  Missouri 
State  Medical  Association  shall  examine  all  the  others. 

The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall,  upon  applica- 
tion of  a  physician  who  passed  the  examination,  and  accompanied  by 
evidence  of  good  moral  character,  grant  the  certificate  of  practice. 
In  no  case  shall  an  examination  be  conducted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  It  shall  refuse  certificates  of  practice  only  to  dishonorable 
and  unprofessional  individuals,  and  may  revoke  same  for  like  causes, 
after  giving  the  accused  person  an  opportunity  to  make  a  defense.    In 
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no  case  shall  it  grant  a  certificate  or  license  to  practice,  unless  the  ap- 
plicant has  received  certificate  of  satisfactory  examination. 

All  persons  who  wish  to  practice  medicine  in  Missouri,  on  or  after 
March  1,  1893,  who  are  not  qualified,  shall  be  examined  by  the  Board 
from  the  school  of  medicine  with  which  they  afifiiliate.  The  boards 
shall  exact  a  fee  of  $15  for  examination  of  applicant,  not  returnable  in 
case  of  failure  to  pass  the  necessary  examination.  The  Board  shall 
make  its  own  rules  regarding  re-examination.  Nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  or  punish  commissioned  officers 
serving  in  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  United  States 
Marine  Hospital  service  while  so  commissioned,  or  any  one  while  ac- 
tually serving  as  a  member  of  the  resident  medical  staff  of  any  legally 
incorporated  hospital,  or  any  lawfully  qualified  physicians  and  sur- 
geons residing  in  other  states  or  countries,  meeting  registered  physi- 
cians and  surgeons  of  this  State  in  consultation.  All  portions  of  acts 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  to  be  repealed.

MINIMUM   EBQUIEEMENTS    OP    STATE   BOABD    OF   HEALTH   FOB  REGIS- 
TRATION   OF   PHYSICIANS   AND    SURGEONS. 

1.  Conditions  of  admission  to  lecture  courses. — First,  credible  cer- 
tificates of  good  moral  standing;  second,  diplomas  of  graduation  from 
a  good  literary  and  scientific  college  or  high  school,  or  a  first-grade 
teacher's  certificate ;  or,  lacking  this,  a  thorough  examination  in  the 
branches  of  a  good  English  education,  including  mathematics,  English 
composition  and  elementary  physics  or  natural  philosophy. 

2.  Branches  of  rnedical  science  to  be  included  in  the  course  of  in- 
struction.— (1)  Anatomy,  (2)  Physiology,  (3)  Chemistry,  (4)  Materia  Med- 
ica  and  Therapeutics,  (5)  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  (6)  Patho- 
logy, (7)  Surgery,  (8)  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  (9)  Hygiene,  (10)  Med- 
ical Jurisprudence. 

3.  Length  of  regular  or  graduating  courses. — (1)  The  time  occu- 
pied in  the  regular  courses  or  sessions  from  which  students  are  gradu- 
ated shall  not  be  less  than  five  months,  or  twenty  weeks  each;  (2) 
three  full  courses  of  lectures,  no  two  within  one  and  the  same  year  of 
time,  shall  be  required  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine. 

4.  Attendance  and  examination  of  quizzes. — Eegular  attendance 
during  the  entire  lecture  course  shall  be  required,  allowance  to  be 
made  only  for  absences  occasioned  by  the  student's  sickness,  such  ab- 
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seaciis  riDt  to  exceed  20  per  centum  of  the  course ;  (2)  regular  examin- 
ation of  quizzes  to  be  made  by  each  lecturer  or  professor  daily,  or  at 
least  twice  each  week ;  (3)  final  examination  on  all  branches  to  be  con- 
ducted, when  practicable,  by  competent  examiners  other  than  the  pro- 
fessors in  each  branch. 

5.  Dissections,  clinics  and  hospital  attendance. — ( 1 )  Each  student 
shall  have  dissected  during  three  courses  ;  (2)  attendance  during  at 
least  three  terms  of  clinical  and  hospital  instructions  shall  be  required. 

16.  Time  of  professional  studies. — This  shall  not  be  less  than  four 
full  years  before  graduation,  including  the  time  spent  with  preceptor, 
and  attendance  upon  lectures  or  at  clinics  and  hospitals. 

7.  Instruction The  college  must  show  that  it  has  a  sufficient  and 

competent  corps  of  instructors,  and  the  necessary  facilities  for  teach> 
ing,  dissections,  clinics,  etc. 

8.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  or  dentristry  who  may  matriculate  a» 
students  of  medicine  shall  receive  credit  for  one  year's  study,  but  a 
diploma  in  pharmacy  or  dentistry  shall  not  be  considered  the  equiva- 
lent of  a  course  of  lectures  in  a  medical  school,  unless  the  curriculum 
of  the  pharmaceutical  or  dental  college  issuing  said  diploma  includes 
instructions  in  the  subjects  taught  in  a  regular  medical  course  for  first 
course  students. 

9.  In  case  the  applicant  cannot  comply  with  the  above  require- 
ments, he  or  she  may  come  before  the  board  of  a  regular  meeting,  and 
undergo  an  examination  in  writing,  in  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  in  which  the  applicant,  in  order  to  pass,  must  give  correct 
answers  to  80  per  cent  of  the  questions  asked.

Conditions  of  admission  to  lecture  course — 

1.  {aj  Credible  certificate  of  good  moral  character. 

fbj  Proven  ability  to  intelligently  speak  and  write  the  English 
language,  evidenced  either  by  the  diploma  of  a  good  literary  or  high 
school,  or  a  first  grade  teacher's  certificate,  or  by  a  thorough  prelimi- 
nary examination  in  the  elementary  English  branches. 

Subjects  to  be  included  in  the  course  of  instruction — 

2.  faj  Anatomy,  embracing  a  general  knowledge  of  the  bony 
skeleton  and  a  specinl  anatomy  of  the  female  pelvis,  genitalia  and  mam- 
mary region. 
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fbj  Physiology  of  the  pregnant  state,  and  of  the  parts  and  organs 
especially  involved  in  child-bearing. 
fcj  Obstetrics. 

fd)  The  elementary  principles  of  gynecology. 
fej  Hygiene  of  the  pueperal  state  of  the  lyiag-in  chamber. 

Length  of  regular  or  graduating  course — 

3.  (a)  The  time  occupied  in  the  regular  sessions  from  which  stu- 
dents are  graduated  shall  not  be  less  than  five  months  or  twenty  weeks 
each.  Two  full  courses  of  lectures,  which  shall  be  separated  by  a 
period  of  not  less  than  three  months,  shall  be  required  for  graduation 
in  the  art  of  midwifery. 

Attendance  and  examination  of  quizzes — 

4.  (a)  Eegular  attendance  during  the  entire  lecture  courses  shall 
be  required,  allowance  being  made  only  for  absences  occasioned  by  the 
student's  sickness,  such  absences  not  to  exceed  twenty  per  centum  of 
the  course. 

(h)  Eegular  examinations  or  quizzes  to  be  made  by  each  lecturer 
or  professor  at  least  twice  each  week. 

(c)  Final  examinations  on  all  branches  to  be  conducted,  when  prac- 
ticable, by  competent  examiners  other  than  the  professors,  in  each 
Ibranch. 

4.  The  school  must  show  that  it  has  a  sufficient  and  competent 
corps  of  instructors,  all  of  whom  shall  be  licentiates  of  this  Board. 

5.  The  applicant  for  registratioD  shall  present  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  having  had  practical  experience  in  midwifery.

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ABSTRACT  OF  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 
ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Board  met  at  10  a.  m.  January  7,  1893,  in  the  office  of  the 
Governor,  in  the  State  capitol,  Jefferson  City. 

Present:  All  the  members,  except  Mr.  Harmon  and  Dr.  Goben. 
Dr.  E.  R.  Lewis,  of  Kansas  City,  was  the  only  sanitarian  not  connected 
with  the  Board  present  to  confer  on  sanitary  matters. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  was  read  and  adopted,  the  Board 
ordering  that  the  resolutions  offered  at  the  July  meeting,  on  Cholera 
Prevention  and  Disinfection,  should  also  be  printed. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  then  read,  and  it  was  ordered, 
upon  motion  of  Dr.  Merrill,  that  it  should  be  amended  by  changing  the 
sentence,  "  Certificates  of  registration  were  refused  to  Drs.  Ephraim 
and  Eliza  Green  and  George  C.  Smith,"  so  it  should  read,  "  Withheld 
for  further  inquiry  regarding  these  individuals  and  the  colleges  from 
which  they  graduated." 

The  Committee  on  Medical  Examining  Board  Bill  made  their 
report,  and  action  on  same  was  laid  over  until  the  afternoon  session. 

The  Board  then  adjourned,  to  meet  at  2  p.  m.  at  the  Madison 
hotel. 

Drs.  Merrill  and  Homan  having  expressed  a  desire  to  leave  on  the 
afternoon  train,  the  Board  entered  at  once  upon  the  discussion  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Medical  Examining  Board  Bill.  It  was 
thoroughly  discussed,  all  the  members  of  the  Board  taking  part  in  the 
discussion,  and  variously  amended.  Drs.  Homan  and  Merrill,  after 
expressing  their  views  on  the  subject,  asked  permission  to  retire  in 
order  to  catch  their  train,  which  was  granted.  Their  bills  of  expenses, 
and  those  of  other  members,  were  audited  and  approved,  and  these 
gentlemen  departed,  whereupon  the  Board  resumed  the  discussion  of 
the  report.  The  bil],  after  being  amended,  was  adopted,  and,  by  order 
of  the  Board,  delivered  to  Representative  Block,  of  Davies  county,  to 
present  to  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  made  by  the  Secretary  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Board,  it  being  found  that  $300  remained  over  from  the 
appropriation  for  '91  and  '93. 
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The  election  of  officers  being  next  in  order,  resulted  in  the  re-elec- 
tion of  Drs.  Griffith  for  President,  Goben  Vice-President,  Atkinson 
Secretary,  and  the  election  of  Dr.  Wm.  G.  Hall  as  Treasurer. 

The  report  was  ordered  to  be  delivered  to  the  Governor,  and  the 
Board  then  adjourned. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  QUAETERLY  MEETING. 

Mat  10, 1893. 

The  Board  met  at  the  Laclede  hotel,  pursuant  to  a  call  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  at  the  hour  of  10  a.  m.  All  members  present 
excepting  Mr.  Harmon. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  there  were  certain  persons  present 
who  desired  to  be  examined  for  registration :  R.  G.  Hereford  of  St. 
Louis  county,  W.  A.  Wood,  Meadville,  Mo.,  and  Mrs.  McGinnis,  St. 
Louis.  Mrs.  McGinnis  wished  to  be  examined  for  registration  as  a 
midwife.  The  credentials  of  Mr.  Hereford  and  Mr.  Wood  were  pre- 
sented, showing  that  they  have  attended  courses  of  lectures  at  Ann 
Arbor,  Mich.,  and  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
and  the  Barnes  college  of  St.  Louis  ;  whereupon  the  questions  were 
given  to  them  and  they  proceeded  to  undergo  the  examination.  Mrs. 
McGinnis  never  having  attended  a  school  of  midwifery,  the  Board 
decided  not  to  establish  a  precedent  by  admitting  her  to  examination 
without  an  opinion  from  the  Attorney-General  of  State  on  that  subject. 
She  was  informed  that  an  opinion  would  be  obtained,  and  that  if  it 
were  favorable  she  could  come  forward  for  examination  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  meeting  were  then  read  and  adopted. 

The  President  suggested  that  a  copy  of  the  bill  for  a  Medical  Ex- 
amining Board,  submitted  by  the  Board  to  the  Legislature  at  its  last 
session,  should  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  then  read. 

The  Secretary  then  read  three  petitions,  signed  by  the  citizens  of 
the  counties  of  Platte  and  Clay,  asking  that  Dr.  G.  T.  Lutes  be  allowed 
to  practice  medicine  in  the  State  of  Missouri.  A  letter  was  read  from 
the  prosecuting  attorney  of  Platte  county,  stating  that  Dr.  Lutes  had 
been  prosecuted  for  practicing  medicine  without  authority  of  law,  con- 
victed and  fined  fifty  dollars.  There  was  also  a  protest  from  physi- 
cians in  Platte  county  against  his  being  allowed  to  practice  without 
examination,  but  the  protest  was  not  read,  inasmuch  as  the  doctor 
stated  that  he  had  been  practicing  medicine  in  the  State  of  Missouri 
five  years  and  more  prior  to  1893,  and  took  oath  to  that  effect,  the  oath 
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being  administered  by  the  President  of  the  Board.  He  was  then  in- 
formed by  the  President  that  he  was  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board,  being  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  law,  but  that,  if  he  de- 
sired a  certificate  from  the  Board,  he  would  have  to  take  the  examina- 
tion and  get  80  per  cent,  as  the  other  applicants  were  doing.  He  said 
that  he  would  take  the  examination,  but,  after  getting  a  view  of  the 
questions,  stated  that  he  didn't  think,  with  his  preparations,  he  could 
get  80  per  cent,  whereupon  his  examination  fee  was  returned  to  him, 
upon  motion  of  Dr.  Goben.  Dr.  Lutes  then  asked  if  he  would  be  al- 
lowed to  practice  medicine,  and  was  informed  that  if  the  oath  he  had 
taken  was  a  true  one  the  law  would  not  molest  him,  but  that  this 
Board  had  no  authority  over  him  whatever.     He  then  retired. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  to  the  Board  the  application  of  Dr. 
Andrew  S.  Davis  of  Holton,  Kans.,  a  graduate  of  the  Northwestern 
Medical  College  at  St.  Joseph,  and  stated  that  the  Doctor  had  attended 
but  one  course  at  the  Northwestern  college,  though  he  had  attended 
two  courses  at  the  dental  college  in  Kansas  City,  where  he  had  gradu- 
ated ;  that  this  case  was  brought  before  the  Board  to  enable  it  to  de- 
clare its  position  as  to  the  status  of  graduates  of  dental  schools  and 
schools  of  pharmacy,  or  of  those  who  had  attended  schools  of  pharmacy 
when  they  became  students  of  medical  colleges.  The  question  was, 
should  the  time  passed  at  schools  of  the  above  mentioned  character  be 
credited  to  these  students,  in  place  of  one  or  more  years  of  the  course 
required  at  medical  colleges  for  graduation.  There  is  a  letter  from  Dr. 
Christopher  of  the  Ensworth  college  asking  that  the  Board  will  declare 
itself  on  that  question,  and  it  was  for  these  reasons  that  this  matter  was 
presented  to  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  then  stated  that  this  was  the  first  time  that  the  sub- 
ject had  been  ofBcially  brought  to  his  notice;  that  Dr.  Hall,  a  member 
of  this  Board,  had  indorsed  the  facts  regarding  Dr.  Davis,  on  the  affi- 
davits which  he  had  sent  me  from  Dr.  Davis. 

The  President  then  said  that  we  have  to  dispose  of  this  matter  of 
dental  colleges. 

The  Secretary  then  stated  that  the  letter  of  Dr.  Christopher, 
which  had  been  read  at  the  meeting,  was  written  ander  a  misappre- 
hension on  the  part  of  the  Doctor,  who  had  been  informed  that  the 
Board  intended  to  refuse  certificates  to  the  graduates  of  the  Ensworth 
school,  but  no  certificate  had  been  refused.  Certain  inquiries  had  been 
made  of  one  applicant  which  seemed  to  excite  his  fears  on  the  subject, 
and  he  had,  at  the  office,  written  to  Dr.  Christopher.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Board,  on  receiving  this  letter,  through  the  President,  had  re- 
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plied  to  Dr.  Christopher  that  do  graduate  of  his  school  had  been 
refused  a  certificate. 

The  matter  was  generally  discussed,  Dr.  Merrill  suggesting  finally 
that,  under  the  resolution  of  the  Board,  adopted  in  July,  1891,  the 
burden  of  responsibility  rested  upon  the  colleges,  and  it  was  for  them 
to  see  whether,  in  receiving  such  student,  they  were  complying  with 
or  violating  the  regulations  of  the  Board.  No  vote  was  taken  on  the 
matter  then.  It  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  shall  address  com- 
munications to  the  different  colleges,  informing  them  that  before  taking 
any  action  upon  diplomas,  the  applicants  must  have  evidence,  and  pro- 
duce the  same,  that  they  have  not  atteded  less  than  three  courses  in  a 
medical  college.  The  matter  was  then  continued  until  the  next 
meeting. 

Prof.  Fessler  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Board  personally, 
stating  that  he  desired  to  add  a  Medical  department  to  his  Normal 
school,  and  wished  to  know  if  after  his  students  had  attended  his 
school  for  one  year  as  a  preparatory  coarse,  would  the  Medical  Col- 
lege be  allowed  to  recognize  that  course  as  a  first  year's  course  in  a 
medical  college. 

Dr.  Goben  expressed  his  views  on  the  subject,  and  concluded  them 
with  the  opinion  that  the  Board  could  not  give  a  satisfactory  reply. 

Dr.  Homan  stated  that  in  his  opinion  it  would  be  well  to  offer  ad- 
vantages for  those  contemplating  the  study  of  medicine,  but  that  he 
did  not  see  how  this  could  be  given  either  by  the  Board  or  the  schools 
of  the  State.  He  thought  that  would  bar  it  from  recognition,  and  that 
we  were  not  in  a  position  to  take  any  steps  in  the  matter.  It  was  for 
the  Board  and  colleges  to  determine. 

Dr.  Hall  did  not  think  we  could  give  the  recognition  asked  for. 

Dr.  Merrill  did  not  think  it  a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  ;  that  it  had  been  deemed  the  wisest  plan  that  we  make  no  prom- 
ise in  advance. 

Dr.  Goben  suggested  that  it  would  be  a  good  institution  and  would 
receive  a  large  patronage,  bat  this  Board  requires  that  a  student  must 
'study  four  years  and  attend  three  terms  of  lectures.  Now,  that  one 
year  or  one  term  is  intended  to  take  the  place  of«  year's  study  and 
prepare  students  for  medical  colleges. 

The  President  remarked:  "The  gentleman  desires  that  the  in- 
structions he  should  give  in  his  school  shall  entitle  students  to  one 
year's  credit  in  a  medical  college." 

Dr.  Atkinson  remarked,  that  by  granting  the  request  he  would 
virtually  repeal,  or  at  any  rate  make  a  great  exception  to,   our  resolu- 
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adopted  July  16,  1891. 

The  President  stated  there  was  one  more  point:  i.  e.,  the  require- 
ments of  this  Board  are  that  in  absence  of  the  evidence  that  an  appli- 
cant for  matriculation  in  a  medical  college  has  an  English  education  he 
will  have  to  stand  a  preliminary  examination. 

Under  the  head  of  unfluished  business,  the  Secretary  reported  that 
Drs.  Ephraim  and  Eliza  Green,  whose  application  for  registration  made 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  had  been  withheld  for  further  con- 
sideration and  investigation,  had  since  that  time  presented  diplomas 
from  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  been  reg- 
istered; that  Dr,  George  0.  Smith  of  Murray  Hill,  ivTevv  York,  had  not, 
upon  investigation,  been  found  to  have  resided  at  that  place,  but  that 
a  Dr.  George  K.  Smith  resided  there  for  nine  years,  but  was  not  reg- 
istered either  in  the  city  or  county  of  New  York,  as  Dr.  Avery  of  the 
l^ew  York  County  Medical  Arm  had  so  reported.  Dr.  Avery  also 
claimed  that  the  College  from  which  he  claimed  to  have  graduated  was 
a  fraudulent  institution. 

The  President  stated  that  if  we  have  any  cholera  outbreaks,  it  is 
important  at  this  time  to  define  what  our  duty  would  be  in  the  premises. 

Dr.  Homan,  at  his  suggestion,  read  sections  5420  and  5421  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  on  the  subject  of  "Quarantine."  He 
suggested  the  appointment  of  special  officers,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
contingent  fund  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Board  for  checking 
cholera  in  the  State. 

The  President  then  said:  "If  cholera  appears,  and  it  may  at  any 
time  from  this  on,  in  order  to  get  at  this  matter  so  we  can  handle  it, 
it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  to 
take  these  two  sections  and  utilize  them,  and  after  asking  the  advice 
of  the  Governor  as  to  this  emergency  fund,  with  these  sections  quoted 
in  the  same  letter  to  the  Governor,  and  after  having  gotten  advice  on 
that  subject,  to  appoint  our  own  men  for  the  inspection  of  trains  from 
infected  sections  as  these  trains  enter  the  State.  In  this  way  we  would 
be  ready  to  respond  at  once.  We  want  to  get  at  it  so  we  can  take  hold 
of  it  in  six  hours,  if  necessary." 

Dr.  Homan  remarked  that  a  conference  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Sanitary  Department  of  St.  Louis  should  be  held,  and 
that  the  Secretary  should  find  out  the  conditions  of  the  various  boards 
of  health  in  this  State. 

Dr.  Atkinson  then  stated  that  he  had  furnished  a  list  of  the  boards 
of  health  in  the  various  localities  of  the  State  at  the  January  meeting ; 
that  they  are  only  nine. 
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Dr.  Homan  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to 
formulate  what,  in  their  opinion,  would  be  the  required  course  in  the 
case  of  an  epidemic  of  contagious  disease  in  this  State  ;  that  this  com- 
mittee should  have  in  charge  the  formulae  of  a  course  of  action,  submit 
the  same  to  this  Board  at  its  next  meeting,  or  a  special  meeting,  so  that 
we  may  know  exactly  what  ought  to  be  done  and  what  can  be  done 
with  this  fund,  including,  of  course,  the  ascertaining,  as  far  as  availa- 
ble, the  funds  we  may  have. 

Dr.  GrifiBth  :  I  understand  that  this  fund  cannot  be  drawn  upon 
until  there  is  a  quarantine  established. 

Dr.  Merrill  then  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  that  the  Executive  Comtnittee  be  instructed  to  formulate  a  plan 
■of  action  for  the  protection  of  the  state  against  the  introduction  and  spread  within 
the  State  of  cholera  and  otber  coatagious  or. infectious  diseases,  and  to  confer 
with  the  Governor  and  Attorney-General  as  to  the  conditions  under  which  the 
contingent  fund  voted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  may  become 
available  for  such  purpose. 

Dr.  Griffith  then  appointed  Dr.  Homan  to  report  what  in  his  opin- 
ion would  be  a  proper  definition  of  the  word  "quarantine,"  as  con- 
tained in  the  Statutes  and  applicable  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  until  3  p.  m. 

The  Board  reassmbled  at  3  p.  m. 

Dr.  Homan  then  read  the  report  which  was  adopted  as  the  views 
of  the  Board. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  Board  for  a 
definition  of  the  word  'quarantine,"  and  for  an  expression  of  his  views 
as  to  the  duty  of  the  Board  in  contemplation  of  the  possibility  of  a 
visitation  of  cholera  during  the  coming  summer.  Dr.  Homan  said  : 

"Inasmuch  as  the  word  quarantine  occurs  in  the  statute  creating 
the  Board  and  defining  it,s  duties  and  powers  in  the  event  of  the  exist- 
ence in  any  part  of  the  country  of  any  contagious,  malignant  or  in- 
fectious disease,  which  the  Board  was  satisfied  would  endanger  the 
lives  of  the  people  of  this  State,  and  as,  in  such  contingency,  the 
board  is  empowered  to  establish  quarantine  regulations  in  accordance 
with  the  exigencies  of  the  threatened  or  actual  situation  presenting 
itself,  it  is  important  for  ue  to  reach  a  clear  understanding  as  to  what 
the  word  really  means.  Its  primitive  meaning  of  an  arbitrary  deten- 
tion for  a  period  of  forty  days  has,  of  course,  in  practice  long  been  dis- 
carded, and  quarantine  in  the  modern  significance  of  the  term  maybe 
broadly  held  to  embrace  all  the  measures,  means  and  facilities  neces- 
sary for  successful  resistance  to  the  introduction  and  spread  of  com- 
municable diseases;  and  this  implies  precaution,  prevention,  prepara- 
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tion  in  anticipation  of  their  coming,  as  well  as  measures  to  oppose 
them  when  they  have  arrived.  Therefore  attention  is  directed  to  five 
main  considerations  or  divisions,  into  which  quarantine  naturally  falls > 
to  wit: 

( 1 )  Notification,  (2)  Inspection, 

(3)  Isolation,  (4  )  Disinfection, 

(5)  Detention  and  Observation. 

"By  notification  is  meant  the  means  and  channels  employed  for 
procuring  timely  notice  to  the  Board  of  the  presence  of  danger,  and 
to  secure  the  organization  of  such  a  system  is  an  important  first  step. 

"The  Board,  I  take  it,  should  have  a  competent  and  trustworthy 
agent  at  every  exposed  point  and  in  every  city  and  considerable  town 
in  the  State,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  promptly  notify  the  Board  of 
the  presence  of  every  near  or  suspected  case  of  cholera.  Before  we 
can  act  with  intelligence  and  precision,  we  must  have  definite  know- 
ledge concerning  the  danger  to  be  met  and  the  attendant  circumstances 
and  conditions. 

"Inspection  would  naturally  follow  notification,  this  being  done  by 
some  authorized  person,  who  would  examine  into  the  reported  facts 
to  determine  their  verity,  or  otherwise,  and  take  such  steps  as  the  de- 
velopment and  circumstances  of  each  case  required.  Naturally  the 
inspection  made  with  a  view  to  determine  the  nature  of  the  reported 
sickness  would  be  made  by  a  physician  or  physicians. 

"By  isolation  is  meant  the  strict  seclusion  of  the  person  found  to 
be  affected  with  cholera,  or  whose  symptoms  pointed  that  way,  the 
isolation  to  be  accomplished  by  removal  to  hospital  or  other  place  pro> 
vided,  if  necessary,  and  only  the  physician  and  nurse  to  be  allowed 
access  to  the  room. 

"  Next,  in  natural  order,  would  come  disinfection,  which  consists 
in  the  prompt  treatment  of  the  stools  and  vomit  of  the  sick  person, 
and  of  all  clothing,  bedding,  carpets,  etc.,  soiled  by  such  discharge,  as 
would  insure  no  harm  to  other  people  exposed  to  them,  and  also  the 
thorough  cleansing  of  the  house  and  premises  where  the  case  occurred 
or  was  treated. 

"  A  wise  precaution  would  demand  that  all  person's  exposed  to  the 
same  influences  as  the  person  affected,  or  who  were  in  contact  with  the 
sick  person  or  otherwise  rendered  liable  to  the  disease,  should  be  sub- 
ject to  detention  and  observation  by  the  medical  and  sanitary  author- 
ities until  such  time  had  elapsed  as  would  show  their  immunity  from 
the  infection,  or  allow  the  development  of  the^disease. 

"  To  summarize  the  foregoing  remarks,  I  would  suggest  that  it  be 
held  and  declared  as  the  sense  of  this  Board  in  defining  and  interpret-

ing  '  quarantine '  and  '  quarantine  rules  and  regulations,'  as  these  terms 
occur  in  the  statute,  that  they  contemplate  and  include  all  the  prepar- 
atory and  preventive  work  deemed  necessary  to  forestall  invasion 
while  cholera  is  at  a  distance,  as  well  as  those  measures  made  impera- 
tive when  the  disease  appears  within  our  borders. 

"As  I  look  at  it,  a  system  of  quarantine  should  be  suited  in  its  ap- 
plication to  the  circumstances  of  the  case — rigid  or  elastic  as  may  be 
judged  wise.  I  do  not  believe  total  non-intercourse  quarantine  be- 
tween counties  and  communities  either  possibe,  wise,  or  necessary. 
The  sick  are  always  entitled  to  humane  and  proper  treatment — .what- 
ever the  nature  of  their  disease — and  provision  should  be  made  at  all 
exposed  points  for  the  reception  and  care  of  travelers  or  those  with- 
out friends,  who  may  be  seized  with  cholera. 

"So  far  as  the  Board  is  concerned,  I  think  one  of  the  first  steps 
should  be  to  organize  a  system  of  agents  at  all  important  points  in  the 
State  for  the  purpose  of  notification  and  inspection,  and  to  secure  the 
isolation  and  after-care  of  those  atflicted  with  cholera,  if  the  local  au- 
thorities are  unable  or  unwilling  to  act  promptly. 

"A  perfect  system  of  this  kind  would  include  the  organization  of  a 
local  board  of  health  in  every  county  and  town,  acting  in  harmony 
with  the  State  Board  ;  but  when  such  local  organization  is  neglected,  or 
if  from  any  reason  it  appears  iu  the  general  interest  necessary  to  do 
so,  the  Board  should  not  hesitate  to  assume  the  whole  expense,  as  the 
promptest  possible  action  in  the  face  of  such  danger  is  required  in 
order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease — the  cost  of  such  service  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  provided  by  the  Legislature.  I 
think  that  in  endeavoring  to  arrange  this  sanitary  service,  so  far  as 
notification  and  inspection  is  concerned,  that  the  Board  might  make  an 
effort  to  pay  one-half  of  the  expense,  subject,  of  course,  to  circum- 
stances and  modifying  conditions.  But  I  think  it  would  be  well  to 
offer  some  inducement  in  order  to  make  it  as  complete  as  possible,  and 
secure  the  services  of  sober  and  competent  men." 

Mr.  Presideut:  Then,  Doctor,  don't  you  think  it  would  be  a  wise 
idea  to  take  points  of  entry  throughout  t]ie  State?  Those  are  the 
points  of  danger. 

Dr.  Homan :  All  points  of  railroad  entry  should  be  provided  with 
inspectors,  and  proper  buildings  would  be  secured  where  those  sick 
with  cholera  could  be  isolated  and  cared  for. 

The  President:  My  reason  for  asking  you  that  question  has 
already  came  up  in  Kansas  City.  The  mayor  and  his  counselor  were 
talking  over  the  sul^ject  of  securing  hospitals  and  fit  places  for  taking 
care  of  anyone  that  should  happen  to  become  the  subject  of  cholera. 
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I  do  not  know  whether  St.  Louis  is  prepared  for  any  place  of  that  kind, 
but  Kansas  City  is  not.  You  take  a  cholera  case  to  the  city  hospital 
there,  it  being  thickly  settled  all  around,  the  whole  thing  would  be 
mobbed. 

Dr.  Homan :  I  think  it  can  be  managed  here  in  St.  Louis  without 
any  doubt.  Separate  wards  should  be  established  for  the  reception  of 
such  cases,  and  with  proper  disposal  of  the  discharges,  the  spread  of 
cholera  need  not  be  feared. 

President :  This  question  is  an  important  one,  as  we  have  to  look 
out  for  every  point  of  entry. 

Dr.  Homan  :  I  think  if  the  definition  I  have  offered  is  acceptable, 
it  will  admit  of  our  appointing  a  representative  of  the  Board  at  every 
point  where  the  danger  of  introduction  seems  greatest. 

President:  I  make  a  motion  to  accept  the  definition  and  place  it 
on  the  minutes  of  our  meeting. — Seconded  and  adopted. 

The  President  remarked  that  just  as  soon  as  possible  we  should 
find  out  the  pecuniary  use  of  this  contingent  fund  or  a  part  of  it.  It 
is  a  great  deal  to  Missouri  and  the  inquiry  should  go  in  that  direction, 
as  well  as  in  the  actual  use  of  the  treatment  of  cholera  in  St.  Louis. 
In  other  words,  I  meaa  by  this  that  this  prevention  is  everything  in 
St.  Louis.  There  ought  to  be  an  officer  appointed,  who  is  to  be  paid 
out  of  this  contingent  fund,  say  from  the  first  of  June  to  the  last  of 
IsTovember.  We  should  consider  St.  Louis.  Louisiana,  Hannibal,  Kan- 
sas City,  Joplin  and  Quincy  as  points  to  be  especially  looked  at. 
Northern  and  eastern  points  ought  to  be  guarded  from  the  first  by 
men  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  to  it  right  there  from  the  first  of  June  to 
about  the  first  of  November.  We  ought  to  have  one  active  man  at 
each  of  these  points.  The  emigrant  admission  is  principally  from  the 
east  and  north  into  Missouri,  but  I  do  not  think  that  it  ought  to  be 
contemplated  that  some  man  outside  should  be  given  this  duty. 

You  cannot  put  this  work  on  your  Secretary,  but  if  for  instance, 
we  could  put,  say  Dr.  Homan  in  St.  Louis  and  some  other  men  in  Han- 
nibal, Quincy  and  St.  Joe,  it  ought  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
find  out  as  soon  as  possible  from  the  Governor  as  to  how  this  fund  is 
to  be  disposed  of,  laying  stress  upon  the  idea  of  prevention.  I  think 
the  Secretary  should  address  communications  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  of  Texas  and  Louisiana. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  case  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Sanders,  of  Doni- 
phan, Mo.,  who  had  applied  for  registration,  presenting  as  credentials, 
letters  from  individuals  in  Missouri,  and  certificates  of  examination 
from  the  Eclectic  Medical  Association  of  Indiana.  Dr.  T.  M.  Metcalf 
having  stated  that  the  association   above   referred  to  was  a  fraud  and 
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« 
no  loDger  existed,  the  Secretary   had  informed   Dr.   Sanders  that  his 

■case  would  have  to  be  laid  before  this  Board.  The  letter  and  tele- 
gram from  Dr.  Metcalf  were  here  introduced  in  evidence. 

Dr.  Goben  moved  that  the  application  be  refused ;  seconded  by 
Dr.  Hall.     It  was  so  declared. 

Dr.  Hall  then  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  that  the  requirements  made  by  the  Board  for  a  medical  college  of 
^ood  standing  do  not  contemplate  that  the  attendance  upon  a  course  or  courses  In 
dental  colleges  or  schools  of  pharmacy  shall  be  considered  equivalent  to  attend- 
ance   upoa  part  of   the    lectures  of   a    medical  college. 

Seconded  and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Board  were  then 
presented  and  audited,  and  afterward  the  Board  adjourned,  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


MINUTES  OF  NOVEMBER  MEETING,  1893. 

The  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health  met  in  quarterly  session  at 
11  a.  m.,  in  the  Lindell  hotel. 

Present :  Doctors  J.  D.  Griffith,  G.  A.  Goben,  William  G.  Hall 
and  R.  C.  Atkinson. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Hayes,  of  Heady,  Mo.,  appeared  for  examination  for 
registration.  The  questions  were  approved  by  the  Board  and  given  to 
the  applicant,  who  paid  a  fee  of  85.  The  questions  are  herewith  fur- 
nished. 

The  minutes  of  previous  meetings  were  read  and  approved. 

Report  of  Secretary  was  read  and  adopted. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  Miss  Osborne,  a  graduate  of  the 
Woman's  Medical  College  of  St.  Louis,  had  applied  for  a  certificate  of 
registration,  but  as  it  was  the  first  application  from  that  school,  he  had 
referred  the  matter  to  the  Board  to  decide  the  standing  of  the  school. 

The  Board  decided  to  visit  as  many  of  the  medical  colleges  in 
St.  Louis  as  time  would  allow,  and  adjourned  for  the  purpose. 

At  5  p.  m.  the  Board  reassembled,  after  visiting  eight  (8)  medical 
schools.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  inform  the  Deans  of  the  St. 
Louis  College  of  Hygiene,  St.  Louis,  the  Woman's  Medical  College, 
if  any  diplomas  were  presented  for  registration,  that  with  their  present 
equipments  they  do  not  come  up  to  the  standard  and  cannot  be  rated 
as  "  medical  colleges  in  good  standing." 
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Dr.  Osborne's  certificate  was  not  granted,  by  order  of  the  Board. 

The  expense  accounts  of  the  members  were  audited,  and  the  Board 
adjourned  after  agreeing  to  visit  the  other  medical  colleges  in  the  Stat© 
during  the  year  1893. 

The  colleges  vitsited  were :  The  Woman's  Medical ;  the  St.  Louitv 
Hygienic  Medical  College ;  the  Barnes  Medical  College  ;  the  American 
Medical  School  of  St.  Louis ;  the  Marion  Sims  Medical  College ;  the 
Beaumont  Medical  College,  and  the  Missouri  Medical  Colit^ge. 

Time  not  remaining  to  do  so,  the  other  medical  colleges  were  not 
visited  on  this  occasion.  Eespectfully,

Drs.  Lutz,  McAllester  and  King  exhibited  commissions  from  the 
Governor,  and  said  commissions  being  s^orn  to  and  properly  certified 
were  accepted  by  the  Board;  after  which  the  following  proceedings 
were  had  : 

Letter  from  Dr.  Geo.  Homan  was  read,  giving  reasons  why  he 
could  not  attend  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion,  Dr.  F.  J.  Lutz  was  made  Chairman  pro  tem. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Atkinson,  former  Secretary  of  the  Board,  whose  term  of 
office  had  expired,  appeared  before  the  Board  and  surrendered  the 
record,  seal  and  $337.45  in  cash. 

There  being  a  vacancy  in  office  of  Sesretary,  on  motion.  Dr.  Willis 
P.  King  was  elected  to  fill  that  position. 

Dr.  Griffith's  proxy  to  Dr.  Lutz  was  in  words  and  form  as  follows:

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  thanks  of  this  Board  be  extended 
to  Dr.  R.  C.  Atkinson  for  the  valuable  information  to  the  Board  re- 
garding its  duties  and  especially  regarding  the  duties  of  the  Secretary. 

Letter  of  Dr.  Geo.  Homan,  protesting  against  certain  charges 
made  in  annual  report  of  1891,  regarding  cases  of  Drs.  P.  A.  Medlin, 
Belle  English  and  A.  H.  Madry,  was  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

Expense  accounts  of  Drs.  McAllester  and  King  were  approved. 

On  motion.  Board  adjourned  to  meet  in  regular  session  at  Madison 
house,  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  January  2,  1894.

REPORT. 


Hon.  William  J.  Stone,  Governor  of  Missouri: 

Section  5433,  Revised  Statutes  of  18S9,  requires  that  the  report  of 
the  Board  "shall  include  so  much  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  and 
such  information  concerning  the  vital  and  mortuary  statistics,  such 
knowledge  respecting  diseases,  and  such  instruction  on  the  subject  of 
hygiene,  as  may  be  thought  useful  by  the  Board  for  dissemination 
among  the  people,  with  such  suggestions  as  to  legislative  action  as 
they  may  deem  necessary." 

It  is  also  a  duty  prescribed  by  section  5419,  "to  recommend  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  such  laws  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  improve  and  advance  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  State." 
The  following  general  report  is  respectfully  submitted  in  response  to 
the  above  requirements  of  the  law  : 

PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

T6ere  being  no  county  boards  of  health  from  which  this  Board 
may  obtain  information  with  regard  to  the  public  health  in  different 
sections  of  the  State,  we  find  it  impossible  to  report  anything  abso- 
lutely definite  with  regard  to  the  public  health  within  the  State  during 
the  year.  From  general  reports,  however,  and  there  having  been  no 
overflow  of  our  principal  rivers  during  the  early  season,  and  no  un- 
usual amount  of  rainfall  during  the  summer  time,  I  think  it  safe  to  say 
that  the  health  of  the  people,  generally,  has  been  good,  and  that  there 
has  been  no  wide-spread  epidemic  of  such  diseases  as  generally  show 
a  high  percentage  of  mortality,  such  as  cholera,  small-pox,  diphtheria, 
typhoid,  scarlatina,  etc.  I  think  it  safe  to  say,  therefore,  that  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  health  has  been  good  throughout  the  State  during 
the  year — perhaps  better  than  last  year. 

CHOLERA. 

There  was  a  wide-spread  fear  of  an  invasion  of  this  country  by 
Asiatic  cholera,  as  was  the  case  in  1893.     Asiatic  cholera  did  appear  in 
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many  European  ports,  but  by  the  wise  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Health  in  ITew  York  City,  and  by  the  quarantine  regulations  of  this 
country,  it  was  not  permitted  to  enter  the  United  States. 

CONSUMPTION. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  paper  of  Dr.  Paul  Paquin,  a 
member  of  this  Board,  upon  the  subject  of  Consumption,  or  Tubercu- 
losis. The  advancing  knowledge  regarding  the  transmissibility  of  this 
fell  disease  becomes  more  and  more  convincing  every  year.  Missouri 
being  a  state  not  many  feet  above  sea  level,  and  being  a  state  in  which, 
during  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  there  is  an  existing  humidity  of  the 
atmosphere  much  above  that  of  higher  altitudes,  many  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis are  generated  within  our  borders.  With  one  case  in  a  family 
or  neighborhood,  every  person  in  that  family  or  neighborhood  is  in 
more  or  less  danger  of  receiving  the  germs  of  the  disease  within  the 
lungs,  and  thereby  becoming  subject  to  a  disease  to  which  they  were 
not  entitled  by  inheritance.  It  would  seem  to  be  the  part  of  good 
government  to  take  such  measures  as  may  lie  within  the  power  of  the 
legislative  and  executive  departments  of  this  State,  to  enact  such  laws 
as  may  put  it  within  the  power  of  this  Board  to  exercise  supervision, 
as  far  as  it  may  be  possible,  over  the  question  of  tuberculosis  and  its 
transmissibility,  so  as  to  protect  the  citizens  of  this  State  from  any 
widespread  dissemination  of  this  disease  in  given  localities.  This  may 
be  done  by  having  such  an  appropriation  as  will  enable  this  Board  to 
have  a  competent  bacteriologist  who  may  at  all  times  make  micro- 
scopic investigations  of  this  and  all  other  diseases  transmissible  in 
character. 

SCARLATINA   AND   DIPHTHERIA. 

While  this  Board  has  no  definite  reports  regarding  epidemics  of 
scarlatina  and  diphtheria,  from  newspaper  reports  we  see  that  public 
schools  have  been  closed  in  a  number  of  places  in  the  State  on  account 
of  diphtheria.  The  public  need  not  be  told  of  the  great  mortality  at- 
tending diphtheria,  when  existing  in  epidemic  form.  I  feel  it  my  duty 
in  this  report  to  refer  to  the  new  treatment  of  diphtheria,  by  the  serum 
of  the  blood  of  the  horse.  This  treatment  has  been  evolved  through 
the  investigations  of  Dr.  Berhing  of  Berlin  and  Dr.  Roux  of  the  Patuer 
Institute  of  Paris,  France.  While  it  required  a  great  deal  of  experi- 
mental investigation  to  work  this  matter  out  to  its  present  state  of  per- 
fection, yet  the  manner  of  the  use  of  the  serum  is  very  simple.  A 
healthy  horse  is  first  injected  with  a  fluid  containing  the  germs  of  diph- 
theria, {streptococcus  diphtheritaical)  nniW  there  ceases  to  be  any  reac- 
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tioQ — until,  in  fact,  the  horse  has  been  so  vaccinated  that  he  has  been 
rendered  immune.  After  this  the  horse  is  bled  in  the  ordinary  way, 
and  the  blood  so  treated  as  to  obtain  that  part  called  the  serum.  This, 
being  preserved  in  hermetically  sealed  bottles,  is  used  as  a  remedial 
agent,  being  injected  under  the  skin  of  the  person  suflFering  from  diph- 
theria. The  result  of  this  treatment  in  France,  and  in  this  country  so 
far  as  it  has  been  tried,  has  been  most  remarkable.  I  would  saggest 
that  it  would  seem  to  be  a  wise  step  in  the  right  direction  to  have  such 
an  appropriation  as  to  put  it  within  the  power  of  this  Board  to  prepare 
this  serum  so  that  physicians  in  different  parts  of  the  State  may  be 
furnished  with  a  reliable  article.  The  serum  could  be  sold  and  the  re- 
ceipts credited  to  the  Board,  or  it  could  be  given  away  in  instances 
where  the  parties  are  unable  to  pay.  But  by  such  a  method  thousands 
of  lives  of  little  children  might  be  saved  every  year,  and  the  people  of 
the  State  could  be  funished  with  a  reliable  article  possessing  the  stamp 
and  seal  of  this  Board.  If  this  is  not  done,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
many  persons,  seizing  this  opportunity,  will  put  upon  sale  an  article 
which  may  not  be  reliable,  and  thereby  do  much  harm  and  also  bring 
discredit  upon  a  scientific  conclusion  which,  if  properly  handled, 
should  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  people  of  this  State. 

SMALL-POX. 

During  the  latter  part  of  189.i  and  the  first  half  of  this  year,  small- 
pox existed  in  epidemic  form  in  many  portions  of  the  United  States. 
It  invaded  the  State  of  Missouri  at  three  different  points,  viz.,  Platte 
county,  East  Atchison  in  Buchanan  county,  and  Mountain  Grove  in 
Wright  county.  When  notified  of  the  existence  of  small-pox  in  Platte 
county,  this  office  communicated  with  the  physician  in  attendance,  and 
at  once  formulated  the  following  rules,  which  were  printed  on  card- 
board and  stuck  up  in  different  places  in  the  invaded  district.  I  also 
communicated  with  the  county  clerks  of  these  counties  and  advised 
the  appointment  of  County  Boards  of  Health  to  take  local  supervision 
of  the  matter ;  this  was  done  in  each  instance.  The  number  of  cases 
occurring  in  Platte  county  was  eight,  with  one  death ;  in  Wright 
county  thirty-one  cases,  with  three  deaths;  and  in  Buchanan  county 
three  cases,  with  no  death.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  invasion  at  all 
these  places  came  from  Atchison,  in  our  neighboring  State  of  Kansas. 

•QUARANTINE    RULES    ANE   REGULATIONS  FOR   THE    PREVENTION   AND 
ISOLATION   OF   SMALL-POX- 

1.  The  city  or  district  in  which  small-pox  exists  should  be  pro- 
vided with   a   suitable  building   in   which    to  quarantine  all   persons 
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affected  with  the  disease.  This  building  should  be  designated  as  th& 
smallpox  hospital,  and  located  a  safe  distance  from  the  residence 
portion  of  said  district,  and  away  from  all  springs,  wells  and  streams 
of  water.  In  case  a  suitable  building  cannot  be  provided,  a  large  tent 
may  be  substituted. 

2.  No  person  without  a  permit  must  be  allowed  to  approach  the 
small-pox  hospital  or  tent  nearer  than  one  hundred  yards,  and  no  per- 
son must  be  allowed  to  go  or  come  from  the  infected  building  or  tentr 
except  the  medical  attendant,  after  being  properly  disinfected. 

3.  All  persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  the  disease  must  be 
immediately  quarantined  in  a  suitable  building  for  at  least  two  weeks.- 
If  such  person  becomes  affected,  he  should  at  once  be  removed  to  the 
small-pox  hospital ;  if  he  does  not  develop  the  disease,  he  should  have 
clothing  exposed  to  a  very  high  heat,  and  take  a  hot  bath  before  being- 
permitted  to  mingle  with  tha»outer  world. 

4.  All  dogs,  cats,  and  other  pet  animals  exposed  to  the  disease 
should  be  killed  and  burned. 

5.  All  exposed  and  unprotected  persons  should  be  immediately 
vaccinated,  regardless  of  previous  vaccination. 

6.  All  bed-clothing,  wearing  apparel,  etc.,  used  in  case  of  small- 
pox must  be  thoroughly  disinfected  by  soaking  in  strong  carbolic  acid 
or  corrosive  sublimate  solution,  and  fumigated  by  burning  sulphur  in: 
a  closed  room  containing  the  garments,  etc.,  or  by  exposing  to  high 
heat,  or,  preferably,  by  burning  the  articles. 

7.  All  discharges  coming  from  persons  affected  with  small-pox 
must  be  burned,  and  all  water  used  in  bathing  the  patient  must  be 
disinfected  with  carbolic  acid,  corrosive  sublimate  or  chloride  of  lime 
before  being  thrown  out. 

8.  All  buildings  in  which  persons  affected  with  small-pox  have 
been  quarantined  must  be  thoroughly  disinfected  and  fumigated  by 
burning  three  pounds  of  sulphur  to  each  1000  cubic  feet  of  air-space^ 
and,  if  possible,  the  building  should  be  repainted  and  kalsomined. 

9.  For  the  protection  of  public  health,  all  persons  affected  with 
small-pox  should  be  quarantined  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  40  days,. 
and  until  the  patient,  sick-room  and  all  its  contents  have  been  properly 
disinfected. 

10.  Bodies  of  persons  who  died  of  small-pox  must  be  prepared 
for  burial  wrapped  in  a  sheet  soaked  in  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  (one 
in  twenty)  or  corrosive  sublimate  (one  in  one  thousand),  and  no  person 
except  those  in  charge  of  a  body  must  be  alio  wed  to  attend  the  faneraL 

All  of  the  above  epidemics  were  promptly  stamped  out  by  the  en 
forcement  of  the  above  rules. 
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VILAL  STATISTICS. 

I  desire  to  again  advise  that  there  should  be  a  statute  in  Missouri 
requiring  county  clerks  to  report  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths 
to  this  Board.  Without  such  a  law  this  Board  and  the  scientific  world 
generally  can  arrive  at  nothing  definite  regarding  the  relation  of  deaths 
to  births  within  the  State,  nor  do  we  know,  of  all  who  die  within  the 
borders  of  the  state  during  a  given  year,  what  proportion  die  of  any 
particular  disease.  With  such  definite  knowledge  much  good  may  be 
done  by  giving  attention  to  a  particular  disease  in  a  given  locality,  ad- 
vising with  local  boards,  and  in  the  education  of  the  people  through 
the  public  schools  and  otherwise,  with  regard  to  the  laws  of  hygiene 
and  sanitation.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  th'is  General  Assembly  will 
pass  such  a  law,  so  that  Missouri  may  be  put  in  an  advanced  position 
with  other  states  in  the  Union. 

In  regard  to  this  matter,  I  would  call  attention  to  the  bill  proposed 
by  this  Board  entitled  "A  bill  for  an  act  to  create  County  and  other 
Local  Boards  of  Health,  defining  their  duties  and  powers,  and  provid- 
ing for  the  compensation  of  their  members  and  oflScers." 

MONTHLY   BULLETIN. 

This  Board  has  recently  commenced  the  publication  of  a  journal 
called  ''The  Missouri  Sanitarian,"  which  is  intended  to  give  the 
transactions  of  the  Board  from  time  to  time,  and  to  publish  such  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  Public  Health,  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  as  may  be  of 
interest  to  the  people  of  this  State.  We  hope  to  largely  increase  the 
circulation  of  this  journal,  and  thereby  make  it  a  powerful  factor  in  the 
education  of  school-teachers,  physicians  and  people  generally  in  regard 
to  matters  which  pertain  to  public  health. 

I  beg,  in  conclusion  of  this  introduction,  that  the  Board  urge  the 
matter  of  a  large  appropriation  for  its  use,  not  only  in  emergencies,  but 
at  all  other  times.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that,  when  appropriations 
have  been  asked  for  for  the  protection  of  the  lives  of  domestic  animals 
and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  amongst  them,  it  has 
not  been  hard  to  obtain  it;  but  it  has  always  been  a  difficult  matter  to 
get  an  adequate  appropriation  to  be  used  for  the  protection  of  human 
lives,  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases 
amongst  human  beings. 

In  such  a  State  as  Missouri,  with  our  populous  cities,  towns,  and 
numberless  schools  in  cities  and  towns,  and  with  our  great  railroad* 
traversing  the  State,  east  and  west,  north  and  south,  with  our  rapidly 
increasing  population,  and  with  our  advancing  commercial  interests- 
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from  year  to  year,  it  would  seem  that  our  Legislature  should  take  a 
step  forward  and  put  our  State  on  a  par  with  other  great  States  in 
matters  which  pertain  to  the  health  and  best  interests  of  her  people, 
her  cities,  towns  and  villages. 

This  Board  earnestly  entreats  your  Excellency,  and,  through  you, 
the  present  General  Assembly,  to  do  something  in  this  regard,  and  to 
not  permit  Missouri  to  further  remain  a  by-word  in  the  mouth  of  the 
scientific  world.

This  Board  desires  again  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency 
to  the  necessity,  as  we  see  it,  for  the  enactment  of  such  laws  as  will 
enable  this  Board  to  perform  the  duties  indicated  by  its  name. 

We  have  carefully  consulted  many  sanitarians  and  have  observed 
the  experience  of  other  states,  as  gathered  from  their  printed  reports, 
as  well  as  by  personal  inquiry  on  thepirtof  memberei  of  this  Bosird, 
concerning  matters  whereby  the  usefulness  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  may  be  increased,  and  the  lives  and  health  of  our  citizens  be 
protected  against  the  invasion  of  preventable  disease  and  the  control 
of  epidemics  after  they  have  invaded  our  State;  and  we  deem  itof  the 
utmost  importance  that  this  Board  should  be  authorized  by  law  to  be 
of  greater  service  to  our  citizens  than  merely  to  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity. 

We  respectfully  submit  to  you  and  the  General  Assembly  the  ac- 
companying laws  "to  improve  and  advance  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  State;"  and  we  urge  upon  you  and  the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple to  give  them  that  careful  consideration,  and,  we  hope,  earnest  sup- 
port, which  the  importance  of  this  matter  demands. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  to  thus  publicly  express  to  your  Excellency 
our  high  appreciation  of  the  statesmanlike  assistance  which  you  have 
given  to  this  Board  in  the  past,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  your  ex- 
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ample  maybe  emulated  by  air  those  who  are  placed  in  authority  by  the 
people.

Veterinary  Hygiene. 

Glanders  is  still  prevalent  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  in  spite  of  the 
continuous  work  of  the  State  Veterinarian  and  his  deputies.  We  un- 
derstand that  some  200  cases  have  been  destroyed  during  the  year. 
Dr.  Rouif,  the  St.  Louis  deputy,  has  alone  destroyed  some  30  head, 
and,  be  it  said  to  his  credit,  without  calling  on  the  State  for  indemnity. 
Dr.  Turner  spends  most  of  his  time  in  the  field  hunting  and  finding 
glanders,  in  which  work  he  is  most  ably  seconded  by  the  deservedly 
popular  deputy,  Dr.  T.  B.  White,  of  Sedalia. 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  veterinary  ofiBce  should  be  without  means  to 
do  some  laboratory  work  and  other  scientific  investigations  in  connec- 
tion with  the  executive  labors.  Much  is  there  to  do  in  the  study  of 
animal  consumption,  glanders,  hog  cholera,  actinomycosis  (big  jaw), 
meat  inspection,  milk  inspection,  and  the  numerous  diseases  and  sani- 
tary questions  of  live-stock,  and  their  relation  to  the  health,  wealth 
and  welfare  of  mankind.  From  the  want  of  scientific  reports  from  the 
Veterinary  sanitary  office,  and  after  making  certain  inquiries,  we  infer 
that  the  Chief  Veterinary  officer  has  little  else  to  do  under  the  present 
arrangement  and  opportunities  than  to  travel  over  the  State  and  kill 
or  order  killed  glandered  horses  he  may  find.  More  than  this  is  wanted 
of  him.  Give  him  proper  advantages ;  place  him  in  relation  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health  somehow,  and  let  him  do  scientific  work  for  the 
public  good,  besides  the  execution  of  infected  stock. 

Tuberciiline  and  Mallein. — The  Veterinary  department  has  intro- 
duced the  use  of  two  agents  in  its  official  practice.  Tuberculine,  the 
poisonous  product  of  the  germ  of  tuberculosis  (consumption),  is  used 
by  Inoculation  in  cows.     If  tuberculosis  is  present,  even   though  at  a 
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stage  precldding  the  possibility  of  diagnosis  by  physical  signs,  a  serious 
reaction  follows  in  the  majority  of  cases,  which  adds  positive  evidence 
of  the  existence  of  the  affection. 

Mallein  is  used  in  the  same  way  for  the  diagnosis  of  obscure  cases 
of  glanders.  It  is  well  known  that  glanders  is  exceedingly  difficult  to 
diagnose  in  the  early  stages.  Mallein  assists  the  diagnostician  some- 
times, when  every  other  means  of  diagnosis  leaves  doubt. 

Glanders  in  Missouri. — In  the  months  of  January,  February,  March, 
last,  viz.,  three  months,  the  State  Veterinarian  and  deputies  discovered 
and  controMed  30  cases  of  glanders.     They  were  quarantined  or  killed. 

Cattle  Inspection The  largest  number  of  cattle  inspected  of  any 

quarter  this  year,  so  far  as  revealed  by  reports,  was  during  April,  May 
and  June,  last.  Twenty  thousand  two  hundred  and  nineteen  head  were 
inspected  at  the  Union  yards,  the  object  being  to  discover  Texas  fever 
and  big  jaw  (actinomycosis). 


Should  the  Marriage  of  Consumptives  be  Discouraged  ? 

By  Paul  Paquin,  M  D  ,  Member  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri. 

Among  the  topics  selected  for  discussion  before  the  American 
Public  Health  Association  at  its  meeting,  we  find  a  very  comprehensive 
one,  headed  "The  Restriction  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis."  For 
many  years  this  question  has  received  a  great  deal  of  attention  in  every 
part  of  the  civilized  world ;  but  one  of  the  most  important  features,  in 
my  judgment,  has  been  very  sadly  neglected.  I  have  reference  to  the 
relation  of  marriage  to  consumption.  It  seems  that  the  scientific  world 
has  considered  this  ground  too  sacred  for  invasion,  and  that  the  medi- 
cal practitioner  has  shrunk  from  the  duties  which  his  knowledge  com- 
mands. While  earnestly  laboring  to  educate  the  people  concerning 
the  grave  dangers  of  tuberculosis  infection  from  all  other  sources,  the 
almost  unavoidable  dangers  in  the  marriage  of  consumptives  has  been 
only  timidly  considered  in  professional  quarters,  and  scarcely  ever 
openly  discussed  as  they  should  be.  If  one  reflects  a  moment,  one 
cannot  escape  the  conclusion  that,  after  all,  some  of  the  most  positive 
sources  of  transmission  and  dissemination  of  tuberculosis  are  to  be 
found  in  the  domestic  centers,  and  chief  among  them,  perhaps,  is  the 
alliance  of  tuberculous  couples,  or  a  healthy  individual  with  a  con- 
sumptive. Indeed,  after  considering  every  other  means  of  transmission 
and  development  of  the  disease  throughout  the  world,  we  will  find 
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that  none  of  them  surpass  ia  potency,  in  comprehensiveness,  in  gravity, 
the  direct  and  indirect  powers  and  effects  of  consumptive  marriages. 
It  was  objected  to  me  once,  that,  though  the  limitation  of  con- 
sumption, so  largely  disseminated  by  marriage,  might  be  ireated  by 
suggestions  from  science,  interference  with  marital  relations  and  the 
matrimonial  laws  of  God  and  nature  does  not  enter  into  its  domain. 
It  is  possible  that  certain  ethical  views  may  inspire  one  with  the  idea 
that  to  control  marriage  to  the  extent  of  limiting  the  privileges  of  those 
intending  it,  in  any  of  those  essentials  which  have  always  been  held 
sacred,  would  constitute  an  outrageous  violation  of  personal,  innate 
rights.  Ages  of  precedents,  ages  of  unhesitating  sanction,  have  firmly 
rooted  in  human  nature  the  notion  that  no  one  may  interfere  in  the 
affairs  of  the  heart  of  men  and  women  in  their  matrimonial  engage- 
ments before  the  act.  Nevertheless,  the  idea  that  a  man  is  not  justi- 
fied in  interposing  scientific  rules  in  a  question  so  grave,  so  serious,  so 
universally  important  as  the  very  foundation  of  social  strength,  social 
health  and  the  moral  basis  of  the  world,  is  not  tenable.  Science  is 
justifiable  in  attempiing  to  regulate,  at  least  by  advice,  by  compaigns 
of  education,  the  ground-work  of  human  constitutions,  so  as  to  pro- 
duce the  best  physical,  mental  nnd  moral  health ;  and  surely  science 
can  do  much  in  this  direction.  There  exists  nowhere  else  than  in  sci- 
entific teachings  a  force  capable  of  influencing,  in  a  satisfactory  degree, 
the  prevention  of  consumption  as  occurs  through  family  ties.  1  be- 
lieve that  we  are  justified,  therefore,  as  a  sanitary  body,  in  taking  into 
consideration,  in  all  seriousness,  the  question  of  marriage  among  con- 
sumptives. 

In  the  study  of  this  problem,  we  are  confronted  at  the  outset  with 
very  complicated  and  unruly  conditions  :  that  is,  the  psychic  and  moral 
forces  of  men  and  women  with  respect  to  marriage.  We  find  in  these 
forces  elements  s^  strange  and  peculiar,  so  difficult  of  analysis  and 
control,  that  they  often  crowd  out  reason  and  logic.  Who  ever  married 
in  cold-blooded  common  sense?  Not  even  the  learned  disciples  of 
^sculapius,  who  know  everything  (?)  physiological  and  pathological, 
remain  entirely  sane  after  being  gored  by  the  dart  of  Cupid.  As  a 
consequence,  marriage  is,  as  a  rule,  entered  into  without  proper  reflec- 
tion, irrespective  of  physical,  mental  and  moral  def.'Cts.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  are  confronted  with  a  feeling,  among  the  medical  profession, 
that  the  marriage  of  a  consumptive  with  a  healthy  individual  does  not 
always,  necessarily,  mean  the  infection  of  the  latter  ;  that  the  marriage 
of  two  consumptives  even,  rarely  results  in  horning  seriously  diseased 
children,  and  that  subsequent  infection  of  the  offspring  does  not  always 
occur.    These  unfortunate  notions  seem  to  be  based,  on  one  hand,  on 
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the  skepticism  of  a  few  men  of  reputation  who  still  preach  against  the 
doctrine  of  infection  of  tuberculosis,  and  on  the  theory  that  heredity 
has  far  less  to  do  in  this  malady  than  was  supposed.  In  the  light  be- 
fore the  world,  the  first  point  hardly  needs  discussion.  It  is  positively 
established  that  tuberculosis  is  transmissible  by  means  of  its  germ. 
As  to  heredity,  it  plays  a  direct  influence  sometimes,  and  an  indirect 
one  almost  always  in  consumptive  families.     Statistics  prov^es  this. 

We  must,  if  we  believe  in  scientific  truths,  believe  that  tuberculo- 
sis ( consumption )  is  transmissible  between  human  beings,  from  ani- 
mals to  man  and  vice  versa,  and  that  occasionally  at  least,  children  of 
tuberculous  parents  are  born  diseased  and  very  frequently  weak.  A 
few  arguments  will,  I  think,  sustain  this  position,  and  show  how  and 
why  we  should  seriously  consider  the  question  of  the  marriage  of 
consumptives. 

First,  the  close  union  and  close  intimacy  of  married  life  make  the 
infectious  principles  the  common  property,  so  to  speak,  of  man  and 
wife.  In  the  ordinary  life,  both  must  inhale  them  more  or  less  con- 
stantly, and  their  home  must  become  a  more  or  less  polluted,  infectious 
foci  for  themselves  and  others.  The  sputum,  loaded  with  the  germs 
of  consumption — a  daily  expectoration  may  contain  more  than  20,000,- 
000  bacilli — becomes  almost  hopelessly  infectious  by  constant  cohabita- 
tion and  close  communion.  Therefore,  the  healthy  person  marrying  a 
consumptive  is  seriously  endangered  to  eventually  contract  the  dis- 
ease ;  indeed,  this  is  a  very  frequent  result,  and  then  there  are  two 
parties  suffering  instead  of  one. 

Were  the  damage  to  be  limited  here,  there  might  be  a  slight  ex- 
cuse for  the  pre-marital  argument,  that  the  hearts  of  the  couple  alone 
should  rule  in  their  intended  union,  because  then  the  questjon  might 
seem  to  be  purely  personal.  They  might  be  considered  in  the  light  of 
risking  only  their  own  comfort  and  their  own  lives — a  risk  which  is 
itself  certainly  wrong  enough.  But  the  danger  and  injury  only  begin 
at  the  altar  of  matrimony.  Aside  from  the  fact  that  the  marriage  of  a 
consumptive  with  a  healthy  person  usually  increases  eventually  the 
number  of  consumptives  by  one  each  time,  it  also  increases  the  num- 
ber of  living,  moving  centers  of  infection  by  one,  thereby  augmenting 
the  danger  to  the  public  at  large  in  every  instance. 

But  this  is  not  all.  The  worst  fact  is,  that  such  a  marriage  creates 
an  infectious  source  of  generation  of  new  beings.  It  is  true,  that  from 
a  consumptive  couple,  or  a  marriage  in  which  one  of  the  parties  is  con- 
sumptive, there  may  issue  healthy  children,  so  far  at  least  as  appear- 
ances may  reveal ;  but  even  then  they  are  from  the  outset  condemned 
to  breathe  and  grow  in  a  polluted  atmo&phere  in  which  any  organic 
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weakness,  an  accidental  cold  and  the  constant  breathing  of  the  con- 
sumptive germs,  renders  one  susceptible  to  the  infection.  Children 
born  of  consumptives,  whether  they  have  a  weak  constitution  or  not» 
are  predisposed  to  the  development  of  the  disease,  because  of  their 
constantly  infections  surroundings,  and  these  born  feebly  constituted 
are  naturally,  or  soon  become,  fertile  soil  for  the  growth  of  the  germs  of 
tuberculosis.  One  needs  only  to  observe  and  reflect  upon  and  study  the 
famiilies  of  consumptives,  and  consider  their  history  from  the  time  of 
the  parents'  marriage  to  the  adult  growth  and  marriage  of  their  children, 
to  realize  that  indeed  the  marriage  of  tuberculous  people  is  often  the 
creation  of  a  pest-house,  the  result  being  more  or  less  disastrous,  ac- 
cording to  circumstances. 

Another  strong  argument  against  the  marriage  of  consumptives  is 
found  in  the  question  of  children's  rights,  which,  with  all  our  boasted 
refinement,  with  all  the  grand  achievements  of  civilization,  with  all  the 
protection  and  guidance  of  religions  of  all  denominations,  have  been 
almost  totally  ignored  and  neglected  ever  since  the  institution  of  mar- 
riage. The  children's  rights  are  not  even  thought  of  before  marriage, 
in  the  great  majority  of  cases.  Prospective  children  are  considered 
flippantly.  Indeed,  they  are  sometimes  looked  at  in  the  nature  of  toys 
for  the  amusement  of  parents,  or,  which  is  worse,  they  are  considered 
too  frequently  in  the  hope  of  preventing  their  birth.  The  many  rights 
of  children  in  all  circumstances  and  conditions  of  life  need  recognition 
at  the  hand  of  science.  Justice  demands  that  they  be  considered  and 
weighed  and  enforced,  even  before  birth.  But  no  right  of  theirs  is 
greater  than  that  of  being  born  healthy.  Except  by  unavoidable  acci- 
dents, no  child  should  be  born  diseased — condemned  in  advance  to 
suffer  always  and  die  young,  by  reason  of  disease  of  the  parents  before 
marriage.  Therefore,  parents  organically  defective  should  be  very 
cautious ;  and  I  take  the  ground  that  no  one  with  consumption  should 
marry. 

Who  will  contend  that  it  is  right  to  born  children  sacrificed  be- 
fore their  birth  to  a  life  of  misery,  a  life  of  suffering,  and  even  a  life  of 
mental  weakness  ?  Is  it  a  cruelty  much  less  painful  to  do  such  a 
thing  knowingly,  than  it  is  to  tyrannize  by  ruthlessly  exposing  to  or 
causing  disease  after  birth?  Let  everyone  reflect  before  answering. 
And  yet,  every  day  the  laws  of  the  land  and  the  laws  of  the  church 
unite  consumptive  men  and  women,  and  thereby  organize  sources  of 
disease  and  grief.  Is  it  not,  therefore,  the  duty  of  the  sanitarian  to 
point  the  evil  effects  of  such  marriages?  Is  it  not,  indeed,  their  duty 
to  seek  redress  from  this  fatal  source  of  infection  of  the  world  ?  When 
we  consider  that  the  vast  majority  (about  one-sixth)  of  all  the  deaths 
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of  civilization  are  due  to  consumption;  when  we  consider  the  extra- 
ordinary number  of  the  unfortunate  born  defective  or  predisposed  to 
tuberculosis,  or  condemned  to  live  in  an  infectious  atmosphere,  it 
seems  that  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  justice  and  propriety  of 
science  to  protest  against  the  marriage  of  consumptives  and  against  the 
conditions  likely  to  produce  the  birth  of  consumptive  children. 

Xow  as  to  the  means  of  preventing  such  marriages  : 

First,  there  should  be  established  campaigns  of  education  by  pub- 
lic lectures  and  otherwise. 

Second,  the  practicing  physicians  should  strenuously  discourage 
these  marriages  and  educate  their  patrons  to  properly  disinfect  against 
tuberculosis. 

Third,  the  public  school  children  should  be  instructed  on  sanitary 
science,  particularly  on  the  question  of  consumption. 

Fourth,  every  state  should  have  sanitary  regulations  and  a  system 
of  public  instruction  on  the  disinfection  of  houses  and  the  means  to 
guard  against  the  ravages  of  the  disease.  The  boards  of  health  should 
be  provided  with  microscopists  to  diagnose  the  disease  for  the  prac- 
titioners who  are  not  in  a  position  to  do  so,  and  with  means  to  pro- 
mulgate proper  sanitary  instructions  to  the  public.

CHAPTER  110— ARTICLE  1. 

Sec!.  6871.    Practitioners    of  medicine,  qualifications 

of. — Every  person  practicing  medicine  and  surgery,  in  any  of  their 
departments,  shall  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  this  article. 
If  a  graduate  of  medicine,  he  shall  present  his  diploma  to  the  state 
board  of  health  for  verification  as  to  its  genuineness.  If  the  diploma 
is  found  to  be  genuine,  and  if  the  person  named  therein  be  the  person 
claiming  and  presenting  the  same,  the  state  board  of  health  shall  issue 
its  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  at  least  four  of  the  members 
thereof,  and  such  diploma  and  certificate  shall  be  deemed  conclusive 
as  to  the  right  of  the  lawful  holder  of  the  same  to  practice  medicine 
in  this  state.  If  not  a  graduate,  the  person  practicing  medicine  in  this 
state  shall  present  himself  before  said  board,  and  submit  himself  to 
such  examination  as  the  said  board  shall  require,  and  if  the  examina- 
tion be  satisfactory  to  the  examiners,  the  said  board  shall  issue  its 
certificate  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  and  the  lawful  holder  of  such 
certificate  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  men- 
tioned.    (Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6872.  Board  of  health  to  issue  certificates,  when. 
The  state  board  of  health  shall  issue  certificates  to  all  who  shall  fur- 
nish satisfactory  proof  of  having  received  diplomas  or  licenses  from 
legally  chartered  medical  institutions  in  good  standing,  of  whatever 
school  or  system  of  medicine.  They  shall  prepare  two  forms  of  certifi- 
cates, one  for  persons  in  possession  of  diplomas  or  licenses,  the  other 
for  candidates  examined  by  the  board.  They  shall  furnish  to  the  county 
clerks  of  the  several  counties  a  list  of  all  persons  receiving  certifi- 
cates: Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  authorize  the  board 
of  health  to  make  any  discrimination  against  the  holders  of  genuine 
licenses  or  diplomas  under  any  school  or  system  of  medicine.  (Laws 
1883,  p.  115.) 
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Sec.  6873.  Verification  of  diplomas. — Said  state  board  of 
health  shall  examine  diplomas  as  to  their  genuineness,  and  if  the 
diplomas  shall  be  found  genuine,  as  represented,  the  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  health  shall  receive  a  fee  of  one  dollar  from  each  grad- 
uate or  licentiate,  and  no  further  charge  shall  be  made  to  such  appli- 
cant; but  if  it  be  found  to  be  fraudulent,  or  not  lawfully  owned  by  the 
possessor,  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  collect  twenty 
dollars  of  the  applicant  presenting  such  diploma.  The  verification  of 
the  diploma  shall  consist  in  the  afiidavit  of  the  holder  and  applicant 
that  he  is  the  lawful  possessor  of  the  same,  and  that  he  is  the  person 
therein  named ;  such  affidavit  may  be  taken  before  any  person  author- 
ized to  administer  oaths,  and  the  same  shall  be  attested  under  the  hand 
and  official  seal  of  such  officer,  if  he  have  a  seal.  Graduates  may  pre- 
sent their  diplomas  and  affidavits  as  provided  in  this  article,  by  letter 
or  by  proxy,  and  the  state  board  of  health  shall  issue  a  certificate  as 
though  the  owner  of  the  diploma  were  present.    ( Laws  1883,  p.  115 — a,) 

Sec.  6874.  Gxainiuatioiis  made  by  board. — All  examina- 
tions of  persons  not  graduates  or  licentiates  shall  be  made  directly  by 
the  board,  and  the  certificates  given  by  the  board  shall  authorize  the 
possessor  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Missouri. 
(Laws  1883,  p.  115) 

Sec.  6875.  Certificates  to  be  recorded  with  county 
clerk. — Every  person  holding  a  certificate  from  the  state  board  of 
health  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  he  resides,  and  the  record  shall  be  indorsed  thereon. 
Any  person  removing  to  another  county  to  practice  medicine  and  sur- 
gery shall  procure  an  indorsement  to  that  effect  on  the  certificate  from 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  shall  have  the  certificate  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  to  which  he  removes,  and  the 
holder  of  the  certificate  shall  pay  to  paid  clerk  of  said  county  the  usual 
fees  for  making  the  record.     ( Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6876.  Clerk  to  keep  list  of  certificates,  etc. — The 
county  clerk  shall  keep,  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  a  complete 
list  of  the  certificates  recorded  by  him,  with  the  date  of  the  issue.  If 
the  certificate  be  based  on  a  diploma  or  license,  he  shall  record  the 
name  of  the  medical  institution  conferring  it,  and  the  date  when  con- 
ferred. The  register  of  the  county  clerk  shall  be  open  to  public  in- 
spection during  business  hours.     (Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6877.  Examination  made  in  writing. — Examinations 
may  be  made  in  whole,  or  in  part,  in  writing,  and  shall  be  of  an  ele- 

(a)  Ad  applicant  for  a  certificate  to  practice  melicine  and  surgery  nmet  give  satigfactory 
proof  to  board  of  health  of  having  received  his  diploma  from  a  legally  chartered  medical  institution 
in  good  standing.    83  Mo.  123. 
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mentary  and  practical  character,  but  sufficiently  strict  to  test  the  qual- 
ifications of  the  candidate  as  a  practitioner.     (Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6878.  Certificates — when  revoked. — The  state  board 
of  health  may  refuse  certificates  to  individuals  guilty  of  unprofessional 
or  dishonorable  conduct,  and  they  may  revoke  certificates  for  like 
causes,  after  giving  the  accused  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  de- 
fense before  the  board.     (Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6879.  Who  regarded  as  practicing  medicine.— Any 
person  shall  be  regarded  as  practicing  medicine  within  the  meaning 
of  this  article,  who  shall  profess,  publicly,  to  be  a  physician,  and 
to  prescribe  for  the.  sick,  or  who  shall  append  to  his  name  the  let- 
ters "M.  D. ;"  but  nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
students  from  prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  a  preceptor,  or  to 
prohibit  gratuitous  services  in  cases  of  emergency ;  and  this  article 
shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  surgeons  of  the  United  States  army, 
navy  and  marine  hospital  service.     (Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6880.  Itinerant  venders  of  drugs,  etc.,  to  pay  li- 
cense— penalty. — Any  itinerant  vender  of  any  drug,  nostrum,  oint- 
ment or  appliance  of  any  kind,  intended  for  the  treatment  of  disease 
or  injury,  or  who  shall,  by  writing  or  printing,  or  any  other  method,  pub- 
licly profess  to  cure  or  treat  diseases,  injuries  or  deformities  by  any 
drug,  nostrum,  manipulation  or  other  expedient,  shall  pay  to  the  state 
a  license  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month,  to  be  collected  as  provi- 
ded for  by  law,  as  all  other  licenses  are  now  collected  ;  and  any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  to  exceed  eix  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 
(Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6881.  Penalty  for  violating  provisions  of  this  ar- 
ticle.— Any  person  practicing  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  with- 
out complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than 
three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, for  each  and  every  offense  ;  and  any  person  filing  or  attempting 
to  file  as  his  own  the  diploma  or  certificate  of  another,  or  a  forged  affi- 
davit or  identification,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  such  fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made  and 
'  provided  by  the  statutes  of  this  state  for  the  crime  of  forgery  in  the  sec- 
ond degree,  but  the  penalties  shall  not  be  enforced  until  a  period  of  six 
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months  after  the  passage  of  this  law  :  Provided,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  those  persona  who  have  been  practic- 
ing medicine  five  years  in  this  state.     (Laws  1883,  p.  115.) 

Sec.  6882.  Who  to  perform  duties  of  county  clerk  in 
St.  LiOuis  city. — Whenever  in  this  article  it  is  provided  that  any  duty 
or  service  shall  be  performed  by  any  county  clerk,  such  duty  and  ser- 
vice in  the  city  of  St.  Lonis  shall  be  performed  by  the  city  register  or 
health  commissioner  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  as  if  such  officer  was 
specially  named  to  perform  these  duties  and  services.  (Laws  1883, 
p.  115.) 

MINIMUM  EEQUIEEMENTS. 

1.  Condition  of  admission  to  lecture  courses. — First,  creditable  cer- 
tificates of  good  moral  standing;  second,  diplomas  of  graduation  from 
a  good  literary  and  scientific  college  or  high  school,  or  a  first-grade 
teacher's  certificate. 

2.  Branches  of  medical  science  to  ie  included  in  the  course  of  in- 
struction.— (1)  Anatomy 5^(2)  physiology,  (3)  chemistry,  (4)  materia  medica 
and  therapeutics,  (5)  theory  and  practice  of  medicine,  (6)  pathology, 
(7)  surgery,  (8)  obstetrics  and  gynaecology,  (9)  hygiene,  (10)  medical 
jurisprudence. 

3.  Length  of  regular  graduating  course. — The  time  occupied  in  the 
regular  courses  or  sessions  from  which  students  are  graduated  shall 
not  be  less  than  six  months  or  twenty-four  weeks  each ;  (2)  three  full 
courses  of  lectures,  no  two  within  one  and  the  samevear  of  time,  shall 
be  required  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine. 

4.  Attendance  and  examination,  or  quizzes. — (1)  Regular  attend- 
ance during  the  entire  lecture  courses  shall  be  required,  allowance  to 
be  made  only  for  absences  occasioned  by  the  student's  sickness,  such 
absences  not  to  exceed  20  per  centum  of  the  course;  (2)  regular 
examinations,  or  quizzes,  to  be  made  by  each  lecturer  or  professor 
daily,  or  at  least  twice  each  week ;  (3 )  final  examinations  in  all  branches, 
to  be  conducted,  when  practicable,  by  competent  examiners,  other  than 
the  professors  in  each  branch. 

5.  Dissections,  clinics  and  hospital  attendance.— {!)  Each  student 
shall  have  dissected  during  three  courses:  (2)  attendance  during  at 
least  three  terms  of  clinical  and  hospital  instruction  shaill  be  required. 

6.  Time  of  professional  studies. — This  shall  not  be  less  than  four 
full  years  before  graduation,  including  the  time  spent  with  the  pre- 
ceptor, and  attendance  upon  lectures,  or  at  clinics  or  hospitals. 
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7.  Instruction. — The  college  must  show  that  it  has  a  sufiBcient  and 
competent  corps  of  instructors  and  the  necessary  facilities  for  teaching, 
dissections,  clinics,  etc. 

8.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  or  dentistry,  or  of  recognized  schools 
of  midwifery,  who  may  matriculate  as  students  of  medicine,  shall  re- 
ceive credit  for  one  year's  study,  but  a  diploma  in  pharmacy,  dentisiry 
or  midwifery  shall  not  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  a  course  of 
lectures  in  a  medical  school,  unless  the  curriculum  of  the  pharmaceu- 
tical, dental  or  college  of  midwifery  issuing  said  diploma  includes  in- 
struction in  the  subjects  taught  in  a  regular  medical  course  for  first- 
course  students,  and  the  student  has  complied  with  paragraph  one  of 
this  schedule. 

9.  In  case  the  applicant  cannot  comply  with  the  above  require- 
ments, he  or  she  may  come  before  the  board  at  a  regular  meeting  and 
undergo  an  examination  in  writing  in  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  in  which  the  applicant,  in  order  to  pass,  must  give  correct 
answers  to  80  per  cent  of  the  questions  asked. 

(Schedule  one  of  these  requirements  goes  into  effect  February 
1,  1895.) 


PROPOSED    LEGISLATIO]!^    TO    ADVANCE    THE    PUBLIC 
HEALTH  INTERESTS. 

A  BILL  for  an  act  to  create  county  and  other  local  boards  of  health, 
defining  their  duties  and  powers,  and  providing  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  their  members  and  officers. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri^  as  follows: 
Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  every 
county  in  Missouri  to  create  a  county  board  of  health,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  after  receiving  notice  so  to  do  from  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  notify  in 
writing  the  clerk  of  said  court  in  any  county  where  no  county  board  of 
health  exists;  and  thereupon,  at  the  next  regular  term  after  notifica- 
tion, said  court  shall  proceed  to  create  and  establish  a  county  board 
af  health  in  the  following  manner:  The  county  court,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  shall  choose  by  ballot  two  reputable  citizens,  who  have  been 
residents  of  the  county  for  not  less  than  five  years  next  preceding 
their  appointment,  who  shall  not  be  holders  of  any  state  or  other 
county  office,  and  whose  residences  shall  be  in  different  parts  of  the 
county.     They  shall   hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years,  unless  re- 
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moved  for  cause  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  county  court  sitting  in 
regular  session,  and  they  shall  be  required  to  take  an  oath  to  faithfully 
perform  all  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  two  citizens  appointed  as  aforesaid,  together  with 
the  presiding  justice  of  the  county  court,  shall  constitute  and  be  a 
board  of  health,  of  which  the  presiding  justice  shall  be  ex  officio  presi- 
dent, and  they  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  for  tjbe  government  of 
the  board  and  for  the  performance  of  all  the  duties  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. The  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  every  three  months,  and 
the  appointive  members  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  per  diem  com- 
pensation for  actual  attendance  at  such  regular  meetings,  and  at  other 
meetings  if  such  may  be  found  necessary,  th«  amount  of  which  com- 
pensation shall  be  fixed  by  the  county  court,  and  allowed  and  paid  on 
its  order  out  of  the  county  treasury.  The  time  and  place  of  the  meet- 
ings shall  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  official  duty 
of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  any  county  in  which  a  board  of  health  is 
created,  as  herein  provided,  to  act  as  the  legal  adviser  of  such  board, 
and  as  their  counsel  in  any  and  all  litigation  wherein  the  exercise  of 
their  powers  and  performance  of  their  duties  as  a  board  of  health  are 
concerned. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  county  board  of  health  created 
as  provided  by  this  act,  to  constantly  exercise  a  watchful  supervision 
over  the  health  and  sanitary  interests  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and 
to  co-operate  with  other  local  boards  and  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  the  promotion  of  public  health,  the  prevention  of  disease, 
the  proper  reporting  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  and  all  other 
statistical  reports  required  to  be  made  to  the  State  Board ;  and,  fur- 
ther, to  assist  in  the  sanitary  survey  of  the  county  and  in  the  local  per- 
formance of  any  general  or  special  duty  which  is  devolved  by  law  upon 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  A  special  meeting  of  the  county  board  of 
health  may  be  called  by  the  president,  upon  a  written  request  to  that 
effect  signed  by  the  other  members  of  the  board. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  board  of  health  as  soon 
after  its  creation  and  organization  as  possible,  to  appoint  a  health  officer 
for  the  county,  who  shall  be  a  legally  qualified  physician  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  medical  practitioner  of  that 
county  for  not  less  than  three  years  next  preceding  his  appointment. 
He  shall  give  bond  conditioned  fort  he  faithful  performance  of  his  duty, 
the  amount  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  said  bond,  after 
its  approval  by  the  board,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  period  of  two  years,  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  reappointment,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  for  adequate 
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oause  as  determined  after  a  fair  hearing  by  the  appointing  power. 
Whenever  a  vacancy  from  whatever  cause  occurs  in  the  office  of  health 
officer,  if  the  said  vacancy  be  not  filled  by  the  county  board  withm 
«ixty  days  after  its  occurrence,  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  desig- 
nate a  physician  of  the  county  to  act  as  such  officer  until  the  vacancy 
is  regularly  filled  as  provided  in  this  section. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  as  aforesaid  to 
attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  county  board  of  health  and  act  as  its 
secretary  and  executive  officer,  keeping  a  correct  account  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, condacting  its  correspondence,  and  performing  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  board  and  this  act.  He  shall  take 
cognizance  of  and  keep  himself  fully  informed  concerning  the  condi- 
tion of  general  health  among  the  people  of  the  county,  and  the  charac- 
ter and  type  of  the  disease  or  diseases  prevalent  or  occurring  therein, 
and  he  shall  promptly  report  all  ascertained  facts  in  regard  thereto  to 
the  county  board  of  health,  with  such  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions in  regard  to  means  or  measures  for  the  prevention  or  control 
of  such  disease  or  diseases  as  may  be  deemed  by  him  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient. Whenever,  in  his  opinion,  any  dangerous  disease  threatens 
to  become  epidemic  in  any  part  of  the  county,  upon  his  report  to  that 
effect  in  writing,  and  upon  his  written  request  therefor,  the  presiding 
justice  shall  at  once  call  a  meeting  of  the  county  board  of  health, 
which  shall  promptly  convene  to  consider  the  situation  as  reported  by 
the  health  officer,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  to  meet  the  threatened 
danger  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  and  any  action  or  measures 
so  decided  on  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  The  health  officer  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his 
services  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  board  of  health,  payable 
monthly  on  |the  order  of  the  county  court,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  by  law  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  other  county  officers. 
The  minimum  rate  of  such  compensation  shall  be  one  cent  per  annum 
per  capita  of  the  county  population,  as  ascertained  by  the  latest  State 
or  United  States  census. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  regularly 
make  a  monthly  report  of  the  condition  of  public  health  in  his  county, 
together  with  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  which  he 
is  secretary,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  to  keep  the  State  Board 
fully  advised  in  regard  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  sanitary  interests 
of  the  people  of  his  county.  He  shall  promptly  lay  before  the  county 
board  all  communications  received  by  him  from  the  State  Board  of 
Health  that  may  be  intended  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  that 
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board,  and  to  aid  it  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  as  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  7.  !N"o  quarantine  powers  shall  be  exercised  or  restrictions 
on  business  or  travel  be  imposed  or  enforced  by  any  health  officer,  or 
county  board  of  health,  or  other  local  health  organization,  by  which 
any  other  county  or  town  would  be  injuriously  affected,  until  a  full 
report  from  the  board  so  desiring  to  act,  of  all  circumstances  that 
appear  to  render  such  restriction  or  quarantine  necessary,  shall  have 
been  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  consent  of  that  body 
to  the  proposed  restrictions  or  quarantine  has  been  obtained. 

Sec.  8.  The  mayor  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  not  already 
provided  with  a  board  of  health  or  health  officer,  shall,  within  thirty 
days  after  having  been  notified,  in  writing,  so  to  do  by  the  secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  nominate  two  citizens  to  serve  as  members 
of  the  board  of  health,  whose  qualifications  and  length  of  residence  in 
said  city  or  town  shall  be  as  prescribed  in  section  1  of  this  act.  These 
nominations  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council  or 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  or  town  as  aforesaid,  at  the  next  ensuing 
regular  session  of  such  body,  and  when  confirmed  the  citizens  so  ap- 
pointed shall  constitute,  with  the  mayor,  a  board  of  health.  The  mayor 
shall  be  the  president  of  the  board,  and  the  board  may  appoint  a  health 
officer,  who  shall  possess  all  the  qualifications  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  requirements  as  prescribed  in  sections  4  and  5  of  this  act.  The 
duties  of  a  board  of  health  and  health  officer  created  as  provided  in 
this  section  shall  be  as  prescribed  in  sections  3,  4,  5  and  6  of  this  act  j 
but  such  monthly  reports  as  are  required  by  law  and  this  act  to  be 
made,  shall  be  made  directly  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  village  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri may  appoint  a  health  officer  for  the  village,  whose  qualifications 
shall  be  as  are  hereinbefore  prescribed  ;  they  shall  fix  his  compensation 
and  prescribe  and  regulate  his  official  powers  and  duties.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  co-operate  with  and  make  official  reports  as  may  be  required  to 
the  health  officer  of  the  county  in  which  the  village,  as  aforesaid,  is 
situated. 

Sec.  10.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri^  as  follows : 
1.     The  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  make,  produce,  manufacture,  prepare  and  distribute,  for 
public  use,  such  anti-toxine  remedies  as  shall  be  approved  by  it,  and 
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which  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  cure,  arrest  or  prevention  of  dis- 
eases; to  make  and  conduct  such  investigations  in  relation  to  the  ori- 
gin and  propagation  of  diseases  of  every  character  and  description, 
from  whatever  source  they  may  originate,  and  by  whatever  means  they 
may  be  transmitted  or  communicated,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by 
it  for  the  care,  arrest  or  prevention  of  diseases  or  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  health. 

2.  To  the  end  that  its  action,  authorized  by  this  act,  may  be  as 
economical  and  effective  as  soon  as  possible,  said  Board  of  Health  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  employ  for  its  assistance  such  chemical, 
biological  and  other  experts  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  accept 
and  make  use  of  such  reputable  laboratories  in  the  state  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper,  upon  such  terms  and  under  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  agreed  on  between  said  Board  and  the  proprietors 
thereof. 

3.  Said  Board  of  Health  is  authorized  and  required  to  keep  a 
watchful  supervision  over  the  public  health,  to  ascertain,  define  and 
make  known  such  causes,  forces,  agencies,  customs  and  practices  of 
every  kind,  character  and  description  which,  in  their  judgment,  may 
impair,  endanger,  or  tend  to  impair  or  endanger,  the  public  health,  and 
to, make  recommendations  of  such  regulations,  measures  and  precau- 
tions as  will  tend  to  abate  the  origin  and  cause  of  disease,  or  arrest  its 
progress  or  prevent  its  transmission. 

4.  The  anti-toxine  remedies  produced,  manufactured  or  prepared 
by  said  Board  of  Health  shall  be  distributed  and  sold  at  a  price  not  to 
exceed  the  actual  cost  incurred  in  the  production,  manufacture,  prepa- 
ration, sale  and  distribution  thereof. 

5.  The  State  Board  of  Health  is  empowered  to  incur  the  expend- 
itures necessary  for  carrying  out  the  powers,  duties  and  purposes  of 
this  act,  never,  however,  to  exceed  in  amount  the  revenue  accruing 
from  the  sale  and  distribution  of  said  remedies,  and  thai  afforded  by 
such  part  of  the  biennial  appropriation  of  the  Legislature  to  the  use 
of  said  Board  of  Health  as  shall  not  be  appropriated  by  the  Legisla- 
ture or  devoted  by  said  Board  to  other  purposes. 

6.  Whereas,  the  diseases  for  which  said  antitoxine  remedies  con- 
stitute a  cure  or  prevention  are  prevalent  in  different  parts  of  the  stale^ 
an  emergency  exists,  and  therefore  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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EEQUIREMBNTS   FOR   THE    GUIDANCE    AND    REGULATION    OF  SCHOOLS 
OF   MIDWIFERY  IN  THE  STATE  OF  MISSOURI. 

■Conditions  of  admission  to  lecture  courses 

1.  (a)  Credible  certificate  of  good  moral  character. 

[b)  Proven  ability  to  intelligently  speak  and  write  the  English  language, 
evidenced  either  by  the  diploma  of  a  good  literary  or  high  school,  or  a  first-grade 
teacher's  certificate,  or  by  a  thorough  preliminary  examination  in  the  elemen- 
tary English  branches. 

Subjects  to  be  included  in  the  course  of  instruction. 

2.  (a)  Anatomy,  embracing  a  general  knowledge  of  the  bony  skeleton  and 
the  special  anatomy  of  the  female  pelvis,  genitalia  and  mammary  region. 

(b)  Physiology  of  ;the  pregnant  state,  and  of  the  parts  and  organs  espe- 
cially involved  in  child-bearing. 

(c)  Obstetrics. 

(d)  The  elementary  principles  of  gynecology. 

(e)  Hygiene  of  the  puerperal  state  and  of  the  lying-in  chamber. 

Length  of  extra  or  graduating  course, 

3.  (a)  The  time  occupied  in  the  regular  sessions  from  which  students  are 
graduated  shall  not  be  less  than  five  months  or  twenty  weeks  each.  Two  full 
course  of  lectures,  which  shall  be  separated  by  a  period  of  not  less  than  three 
months,  shall  be  requiaed  for  graduation  in  the  art  of  midwifery. 

Attendance  and  examifiations  and  quizzes. 

4.  (a)  Regular  attendance  during  the  entire  lecture  courses  shall  be  required, 
allowances  being  made  only  for  absences  occasioned  by  the  student's  sickness,  such 
absence  not  to  exceed  twenty  per  centum  of  the  course. 

[b]  Regular  examinations  or  quizzes  to  be  made  by  each  lecturer  or  pro- 
fessor at  least  twice  each  week. 

(c)  Final  examination  on  all  branches  to  be  conducted,  when  practicable, 
by  competent  examiners  other  than  the  professors  in  each  branch. 

4,  'I'he  school  must  show  that  it  has  a  sufficient  and  competent  corps  of  in- 
structors, all  of  whom  shall  ce  licentiates, 

5.  The  applicant  for  registration  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  having 
had  practical  experience  in  midwifery. 

N.  B.  The  above  requirements  regulating  schools  of  midwifery  went  into  eflect 
July  1,1894. 

Instructions. 

1.  The  applicant  must  present  to  the  state  board,  at  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary, or  to  any  member  of  the  board,  a  diploma  or  license  of  a  legally  chartered 
medical  institute  in  good  standing.  Such  diploma  or  license  may  be  presented  in 
person  or  may  be  sent  by  mail  or  express. 

2.  Said  diploma  or  license  must  be  accompanied  by  the  affidavit  of  the  holder 
and  applicant  that  he  or  she  is  the  lawful  possessor  of  the  same,  and  is  the  person 
named  therein. 

3.  The  applicant  will  furnish  at  least  two  letters  of  recommendation,  from 
xeputable  medical  meh,  with  regard  to  moral  and  professional  character — these  to 
be  filed  as  part  of  the  record. 

4.  A  fee  of  $1.00  shall  be  paid  in  advance.  If  not  paid  in  person,  a  receipt 
should  be  obtained  from  the  agency  by  which  it  is  transmitted. 
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5.  Applicants  for  registration  must  first  locate  and  select  a  place  of  resi- 
■dence  in  the  state  before  a  certificate  will  be  'granted,  unless  he  or  she  lives  in  an 
adjoining  state  near  the  border  line. 

Examinations . 

All  candidates  must  possess  the  qualifications  required  in  schedule  one  of 
^'Minimum  requirement  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri,"  which  go  into 
effect  February  1,  1895. 

All  candidates  must  pass  a  preliminary  examination,  such  as  is  indicated  in 
the  "Minimum  Requirements,"  and  must  fill  out  the  following  :

7.  Name  of  medical  school  attended  ( time  spent  at  school  not  recognized  by 
the  Board  will  not  be  counted  ),  .

10.    School  of  practice  chosen, . 


11.    Reference  as  to  character  (must  present  certificate  of  good  character  from 

two  licentiates  of  the  Board,  or  other  reputable  practitioners), .

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MINUTES  OP  JANUARY  MEETING. 

Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  January  2,  1894. 

State  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Missouri  met  in  regular 
session  in  room  12,  Madison  house,  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  Jan.  2,  1894. 

Present :  Dr.  J.  D.  Griffith,  President;  Dr.  Willis  P.  King,  Secre- 
tary, and  Drs.  McAlester,  Lutz  and  Merrill. 

Minutes  of  last  meeting  read,  amended  and  approved. 

Quarterly  report,  embracing  last  two  quarters  of  1893  (the  report 
of  former  Secretary  for  third  quarter  of  1893  having  been  lost,  or  not 
made),  was  read. 

On  motion,  report  was  accepted. 

Dr.  Lutz  made  certain  inquiries  as  to  the  methods  of  the  Board  in 
registering  physicians,  which  were  answered  by  the  President  and  Dr. 
Merrill. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Lutz,  the  following  section  was  added  to  the 
"  Code  of  requirements  for  the  guidance  and  regulation  of  schools  of 
Midwifery : " 

5th.  The  applicant  for  registration  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  had  a  practical  experience  in  midwifery. 

Adopted. 

Also  moved  by  Dr.  Lutz  that  section  third  of  said  code  be  changed 
to  read  as  follows  : 

The  time  accepted  in  regular  sessions,  from  which  students  are  graduated, 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  months,  or  twenty  weeks.  Two  full  courses  of  lectures, 
which  shall  be  separated  by  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  months,  shall  be  required 
for  graduation  in  midwifery. 

Adopted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Lutz,  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  communicate 
with  the  deans  of  the  different  medical  schools  and  schools  of  mid- 
wifery in  this  State,  and  ask  of  them  a  detailed  statement  of  the  ap- 
paratus and  equipment  for  the  scientific  teaching  of  medicine  in  their 
schools — such  information  to  be  obtained  for  this  Board  and  not  for 
publication. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Merrill,  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  change 
application  blanks,  so  that  applicant  must  swear  that  he  has  read  the 
requirements  of  this  Board  for  graduation,  on  back  of  application 
blank. 

Dr.  Merrill  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  is  hereby  instructed  to  prepare 
correct  copies  of  schedule  of  minimum  requirements  for  medical  colleges,  and  mail 
them  to  all  medical,  pharmaceutical  and  dental  colleges  in  this  State. 

Adopted. 
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The  Secretary  was  ordered  to  print  requirements  of  this  Board  on 
back  of  application  blanks. 

Dr.  Lutz  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  graduates  in  pharmacy  or  dentistry,  who  may  matriculate  a& 
students  of  medicine,  shall  receive  credit  for  one  year's  study  ;  but  a  diploma  in 
pharmacy  or  dentistry  shall  not  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  the  course  of  lec- 
tures in  a  medical  school,  unless  the  curriculum  of  the  pharmaceutical  or  dental 
college  issuing  said  diploma  includes  instruction  on  the  subject  taught  in  a  regular 
medical  course  for  first  course  students  ;  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  is  fur- 
nished to  the  faculties  of  all  the  medical  colleges  in  this  State. 

Adopted. 

The  Board  then  took  up  the  question  of  the  qualifications  of  stu- 
dents in  medical  colleges,  who  would  graduate  in  the  spring  of  1894, 
and  discussed  the  same. 

Drs.  Griffith  and  Merrill,  members  of  the  former  board,  stated  that 
in  report  of  1891,  page  19,  lines  14  and  15  were  incorrect  report  of 
the  action  of  this  Board,  and  that  the  dates  of  1890  and  '91  were  not 
changed  to  1891  and  '92. 

To  correct  this  Dr.  King  offered  the  following  : 

That  in  annual  report  of  thlg  Board  for  the  year  1891,  on  page  19,  lines  14  and 
15,  the  words  "these  dates  were  afterward  changed  to  1891  and  '92,  with  the 
amendment,  the  resolution  was  adopted,"  was  not  a  part  of  the  action  of  the  Board, 
and  this  Board  now  declares  it  to  belts  action  and  requirement  that  a  medical  stu- 
dent graduating  in  1894  must  have  af'.ended  three  full  courses  of  lectures,  and  to 
have  been  a  student  of  medicine  for  four  years . 

Letter  of  Mr.  William  Palmer,  prosecuting  attorney  of  Eandolph 
county,  regarding  physicians  holding  license  under  this  Board  hiring 
themselves  out  to  druggists  to  prescribe  liquors,  was  read,  and  the 
Secretary  was  ordered  by  the  Board  to  correspond  with  said  attorney 
and  inform  him  as  to  what  this  Board  requires  in  order  to  revocation 
of  license. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Lutz,  Dr.  Griffith  was  appointed  to  co-operate 
with  Dr.  King  in  incorporating  in  the  next  annual  report,  recommend- 
ing to  the  General  Assembly  such  laws  establishing  local  boards  of 
health  and  other  legislation  as  this  Board  deems  necessary  to  its  effi- 
cient working. 

The  President,  Dr.  J.  D.  Griffith,  declared  the  election  of  officers 
to  be  in  order;  ballot  being  taken.  Dr.  F.  J.  Lutz  was  declared  elected 
President  of  this  Board  for  the  next  ensuing  year. 

On  motion,  Dr.  Merrill  was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the 
Board  for  Dr.  Willis  P.  King,  for  Secretary,  which  was  done,  and  Dr. 
King  was  declared  elected  Secretary  of  this  Board  for  the  next  ensu- 
ing year.

Ballot  being  taking  for  Vice-President,  Dr.  A.  W.  McAlester  was 
elected  to  that  position  for  the  next  ensuing  year. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  by  the  Board  that  the  President,  Vice-

MEETING  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  March  9,  1894. 

By  order  of  the  President,  a  special  committee  composed  of  the 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Dr.  Merrill,  met  in  St.  Joseph, 
Mo.,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  medical  colleges  of  that  city,  to 
ascertain  the  extent  of  the  equipment  and  apparatus  for  teaching  mod- 
ern medicine  and  surgery,  and  to  make  a  general  inspection  of  their 
buildings,  etc.,  so  as  to  enable  the  Board  to  decide  whether  or  not  it 
will  recognize  their  graduates. 

Dr.  McAlester,  having  received  the  notice  of  meeting  too  late,  did 
not  attend. 

Drs.  Lutz  and  Merrill,  having  arrived  early  in  the  morning,  went 
through  the  Northwestern  Medical  College  and  the  Ensworth  Medical 
College  and  made  a  thorough  examination  of  all  equipments,  appara- 
tus, etc. 
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After  the  arrival  of  the  Secretary,  the  committee  again  went 
through  the  above-named  colleges,  being  accompanied  through  the 

Northwestern  Medical  College  by  Dr. French,  Pj^ofessor  of 

in  said  school,  and  by  Drs.  Heddens,  Christopher  and  Bell,  professors 
in  the  Ensworth  College,  through  the  building  of  said  school. 

The  building  of  the  Eosworth  Medical  was  found  to  be  a  good 
one,  built  for  the  purpose  of  the  school,  and  quite  well  adapted  to  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  built.  Under  the  same  roof  is  the  Ensworth 
hospital,  in  which  clinical  instructions  in  medicine  and  surgery  are 
given. 

Their  apparatus  for  teaching  physiology,  chemistrj  and  bacteriol- 
ogy was  found  to  be  good.  All  things  considered,  the  school  is  to  be 
considered  average  in  character  and  reputable  in  every  sense. 

The  Northwestern  Medical  College  is  a  three-story  building  be- 
longing to  Dr.  French.  On  the  ground  floor  in  the  front,  the  doctor 
has  his  private  office;  in  the  rear  of  his  private  office  (same  floor)  was 
his  family  residence.  The  second  floor  is  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  a 
private  hospital.  On  the  third  floor  is  the  Medical  college.  There  is 
one  poorly  furnished  lecture  room,  and  the  equipments  consist  of  a 
few  cheap  charts  hang  upon  the  walls,  a  blackboard  and  an  articulated 
skeleton — the  bones  appearing  as  if  the  body  had  been  exhumed  sev- 
eral years  after  death.  Apparatus  for  teaching  chemistry,  bacteriology 
and  physiology  there  was  none. 

The  dissecting  room,  which  is  on  the  third  floor,  was  very  clean, 
for  the  reason,  as  we  were  reliably  informed,  that  there  had  never  been 
a  cadaver  in  it.  As  it  was  in  such  close  proximity  to  a  private  hospital 
and  a  gentleman's  residence,  the  committee  did  not  question  the  state- 
ment. 

This  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Ensworth 
Medical  College  be  considered  to  be  a  school  in  good  standing;  and 
we  further  recommend  that  the  Northwestern  Medical  College  be  not 
considered  a  college  in  good  standing,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  in. 
structed  to  refuse  registration  to  graduates  of  said  school,  unless  they 
undergo  the  examination  of  this  Board.

H.  Hudson,  and  Dr.  Willis  P.  King,  Secretary.  Dr.  Hudson's  com- 
mission sworn  to  and  properly  attested,  exhibited  and  verified. 

Proceedings  of  last  meeting  at  Jefferson  City,  on  January  2,  1894, 
read,  amended  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  McAlester,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed 
to  visit  and  inspect  the  several  medical  colleges  in  Kansas  City.  The 
President  appointed  Drs.  McAlister,  Hudson  and  King. 

Eeport  of  meeting  of  Executive  Committee  on  February  22,  '94, 
and  of  special  committee  on  March  9,  '94,  were  read  and  adopted. 

Dr.  Griffith  presented  the  following  resolution  : 

That  the  Secretary  be  ordered  to  inform  the  Dean  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Northwestern  Medical  College,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo  ,  that  a  special  comnaittee  of  this 
Board,  having  made  a  thorough  examination  and  inspection  of  their  school,  and 
having  found  that  said  school  is  not  equipped  with  such  apparatus  as  is  necessary 
for  teaching  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry  and  bacteriology,  as  is  required  by 
this  Board  in  order  to  entitle  the  said  school  to  recognition  as  a  school  in  good 
standing,  and  that  the  graduates  of  said  school  will  not  be  granted  certificates  from 
this  Board  unless  they  undergo  examination  and  make  the  percentage  required  to 
entitle  them  to  said  certificate. 
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Oommunication  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Cartlich  regarding  the  Homeopathic 
Medical  College  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  lyas  read,  and  upon  motion  of 
Dr.  McAlester  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  return  said  communi- 
cation, with  the  information  that  this  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the 
matter  complained  of. 

Application  of  Dr.  William  Tarn,  of  Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  graduate  of 
the  Eclectic  Medical  College  of  Iowa,  was  taken  up,  and  it  was  ordered 
that  the  secretary  correspond  with  the  secretary  of  Iowa  State  Board 
of  Health  regarding  the  standing  of  said  school  in  Iowa,  and  be  gov- 
erned accordingly. 

Applications  of  J.  E.  Westover  and  Marcus  L.  Ward,  graduates  of 
the  "Texas  Health  College,"  were  taken  up.  After  examining  diplo- 
mas and  reading  what  the  Texas  Sanitarian  and  Hot  Springs  Sentinel 
say  about  said  college,  it  was  moved  that  said  parties  be  refused  a 
certificate,  and  that  the  diplomas  be  retained  by  the  Secretary. 
Adopted. 

Case  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Saunders,  of  Clay  county,  Arkansas,  graduate 
of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Association  of  Indiana,  and  who  made  applica- 
tion through  Hon.  W.  H.  Eighter,  of  Eipley  connty,  was  taken  up,  ex- 
amined, and  upon  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  refuse  to 
grant  certificate. 

Case  of  Dr.  R.  C.  Pierce,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  whose  diploma  was 
granted,  he  says,  by  "  Indiana  Medical  College,"  of  Laporte,  Indiana, 
and  whose  diploma  has  been  burned,  to  which  he  makes  oath,  was 
taken  up,  and  upon  motion  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  grant  cer- 
tificate. 

Case  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Henderson,  who  obtained  a  certificate  from  this 
Board  by  falsehood  and  misrepresentation,  and  who  is  now  traveling 
and  advertising  in  this  State,  was  taken  up,  and  the  Secretary  was 
ordered  to  serve  notice  on  Dr.  Henderson  to  appear  before  the  Board 
at  its  regular  quarterly  meeting  at  the  Southern  hotel  in  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  April  19,  1894,  and  show  cause  why  his  certificate  shall  not  be 
revoked. 

Case  of  Dr.  J.  J.  Smith  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  against  whom  charges 
tiad  been  filed  by  Mr.  Arthur  Cbapman,  clerk  Board  of  Health  of 
Kansas  City,  was  taken  up,  and  upon  motion  it  was  decided  that  the 
case  is  not  such  a  one  as  the  Board  would  be  justified  in  revoking  the 
certificate,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  institute  no  proceed- 
ings. 

Regarding  change  in  code  of  requirements  governing  schools  of 
midwifery,  made  at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  this  Board  (January  2, 
1894),  upon   petition  from   two  St.  Louis  schools  of  midwifery  and 
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obstetrics,  it  was  moved  that  the  additional  regulation  made  at  the  last 
meeting  be  not  made  applicable  to  the  graduates  of  the  schools  for 
sessions  ending  in  spring  of  1894. 

Eeplies  of  secretaries  of  several  medical  colleges  in  Missouri  to 
letter  of  Secretary  asking  for  list  of  equipments  of  their  schools  read» 
The  Board  appointed  Drs.  Lutz  and  Merrill  of  St.  Louis  as  a  com- 
mittee to  visit  and  inspect  the  several  medical  schools  of  St.  Louis  and 
report  at  next  meeting. 

Case  of  Dr.  I.  S.  Wilson  of  Springfield,  Mo.,  taken  up,  and  de- 
cided that  the  Board  had  no  jurisdiction — Dr.  Wilson  having  practiced 
in  Missouri  five  years  prior  to  1883. 

It  was  ordered  by  the  Board  that  this  Board  has  no  right  under 
the  lavt  to  grant  a  certificate  to  any  one  who  practiced  five  years  in 
this  State  prior  to  1883,  unless  said  person  has  lost  his  rights  by  hav- 
ing become  a  non-resident  of  the  State  since  1883. 

Case  of  Dr.  John  C.  Darnell,  of  Kalama,  Washington,  taken  up,  and 
it  was  ordered  that  if  certificate  is  granted  Dr.  Darnell  must  comply 
with  the  law  as  it  now  is,  having  lost  his  residence  in  Missouri. 

Matter  of  students  who  have  taken  two  courses  of  lectures,  prac- 
ticing under  a  preceptor  or  giving  service  in  emergencies,  taken  up, 
and  it  was  ordered  that  such  persons  be  granted  the  protection  of  the 
Board  as  the  law  directs,  but  that  such  persons  be  notified  that  they 
must  practice  in  the  same  town  with  the  preceptor  and  under  his  im- 
mediate supervision. 

Case  of  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Pumphrey,  of  Cowgill,  Mo.,  taken  up,  and  de- 
cided that  Board  can  do  nothing  until  charges  are  preferred  in  proper 
form  and  sworn  to. 

Question  of  Dr.  J.  I.  Close,  of  St.  Louis,  as  to  whether  St.  Louis 
College  of  Pharmacy  includes  in  its  curriculum  the  subjects  taught  in 
a  first  course  medical  college. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  that  if  said  course  embraces 
anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  histology  and  materia  medica,  then 
the  diploma  of  the  institution  will  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  one 
course  of  lectures. 

Eeport  of  committee  appointed  to  examine  Kansas  City  Medical 
Colleges  read  and  adopted,  and  Secretary  authorized  to  be  governed 
accordingly. 

On  motion.  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  Southern  hotel,  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  April  19,  1894.

MINUTES   OF   SECOND    REGULAR    QUARTERLY   MEETING. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  April  19,  1894. 

Board  met  at  gentlemen's  parlors  in  Southern  hotel,  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  in  second  quarterly  meeting. 

Present — Drs.  Lutz,  McAlester,  Merrill,  Paquin,  Hudson  and  King. 

Dr.  Paquin  presented  his  commission  as  a  member  of  the  Board, 
properly  attested,  and,  upon  motion,  it  was  accepted. 

Minutes  of  last  meeting  (Kansas  City,  March  20th,  1894)  read  and 
adopted. 

Quarterly  report  of  Secretary  for  quarter  ending  March  Slst, 
1894,  read  and  adopted. 

Secretary  notified  the  Board  of  the  presence  of  Drs.  Potter, 
Campbell,  French  and  Chesney  and  Judge  Limbird,  representing  the 
Northwestern  Medical  College,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  who  desired  to 
make  a  statement  regarding  said  college ;  and  also  several  young  men 
who  desired  to  take  the  examination  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Merrill  made  a  statement  regarding  the  former  action  of  this 
Board  in  examining  applicants,  and  insisted  that  the  Board  should  re- 
quire that  applicants  shall  have  attended  at  least  two  courses  of  lec- 
tures in  some  recognized  medical  college  before  the  Board  should  ex- 
amine them  at  all.     Dr.  McAlester  took  issue  with  Dr.  Merrill,  and 
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thought  it  was  the  inalienable  right  of  every  one  to  take  the  exami- 
nation whether  he  had  attended  college  or  not,  and  if  he  made  the  re- 
quired percentage  he  should  pass. 

Dr.  Hudson  took  the  same  position  as  Dr.  Merrill. 

Dr.  Merrill  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  examination  of  candidates  for  certificates  to  practice  medi- 
cine be  discouraged,  unless  the  candidate  has  attended  two  courses  of  lectures,  or 
their  equivalent. 

Dr.  Paquin  did  not  agree  with  the  resolution. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  time  of  1 :  30  p.  m.  was  ^et  for  the  examination  of  the  three- 
young  men,  Cherrington,  Wiedebushand  Neiwig,  who  were  waiting. 

The  time  of  2  p.  m.  was  set  for  hearing  the  Faculty  of  the  i^orth- 
western  Medical  College  and  their  attorney,  regarding  the  question  of 
the  refusal  of  the  Board  to  recognize  said  college  as  a  school  in  good 
standing. 

The  Board  adjourned  at  12  :  30  p.  m.,  to  meet  at  1 :  30  p.  m. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Board  prepared  a  list  of  questions  for  the 
examinination  of  the  applicants  for  certiticates. 

Board  convened  at  2  p.  m.,  and  Secretary  put  the  young  gentlemen 
named  in  room  54,  Southern  hotel,  and  presented  them  with  the  list  of 
questions. 

The  case  of  the  Northwestern  Medical  College,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.» 
was  then  taken  up,  and  Dr.  Potter  addressed  the  Board,  after  which 
Judge  James  Limbird,  Professor  of  Medical  Jurisprudence  in  said  col- 
lege, addressed  the  Board  and  read  affidavits  of Adams,  janitor 

of  Northwestern  Medical  College,  and  Drs.  T.  E.  Potter,  J.  A.  French^ 
Prof.  Bell,  Prof.  Riley,  Dr.  W.  T.  Elam  and  many  other  citizens  of  St. 
Joseph,  Mo. 

After  hearing  their  testimony,  and  after  the  Board  had  put  Drs. 
French,  Potter  and  Campbell  under  oath,  and  questioning  them,  the 
Board  went  into  executive  session,  when  the  following  resolution  was- 
introduced  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Northwestern  Medical  College  of  8t.  Joseph,  Mo.,  having  been 
heard  through  its  attorney  and  representatives  of  the  corporation  on  the  action  of 
the  Board  in  refusing  further  recognition  of  its  diplomas  ; 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  reaffirms  'its  action  so  far  as  it  relate?  to  the  session 
of  the  colleee  just.  past. 

Resolved,  That  the  future  recognition  of  the  diplomas  of  said  college  will  de- 
pend on  the  presentation  to  this  Board  of  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  sufficient 
equipment  for  teaching  and  compliance  with  the  schedule  of  requirements  of  thia 
Board . 

Adjourned  for  dinner. 

Board  adjourned  at  9  :  30  p.  m. 
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Minutes  of  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  read  and  adopted. 

It  was  ordered  by  the  Board  that  the  Secretary  furnish  the  faculty 
of  the  Northwestern  Medical  college  a  transcript  of  the  action  of  this 
Board  in  regard  to  the  further  recognition  of  their  college. 

The  Secretary  was  ordered  to  grant  the  examination  of  the  Board 
to  Mr.  Prentiss,  a  graduate  of  the  Northwestern  Medical  college,  at 
Southern  hotel,  the  following  day,  April  20,  1894. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed  to  visit  and  inspect  the 
medical  colleges  of  St.  Louis  on  the  follosving  day,  April  20:  Drs. 
Lutz,  Merrill,  Paquin  and  McAlester. 

Dr.  Merrill  offered  the  following  in  reference  to  to  the  minimum 
requirements  of  this  Board  for  the  government  of  medical  colleges  in 
granting  diplomas : 

1.  Striking  out  the  provision  in  paragraph  one,  all  of  that  para- 
graph following  the  words  "  first-grade  teacher's  certificate." 

Adopted. 

In  section  3  substitute  the  word  "  six"  for  the  word  "  five,"  inline 
3  of  said  paragraph. 

Adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Chair  appointed  Drs.  Merrill  and  Paquin  a  com 
mittee  to  prepare  a  schedule  defining  the  necessary  facilities  for  teach- 
ing medicine  and  surgery,  and  report  to  the  Board  at  its  next  quarterly 
meeting. 

Dr.  Merrill  offered  the  following  : 

In  paragraph  8,  after  the  words  "graduates  in  pharmacy  or  dent- 
istry" insert  the  words  "or  of  recognized  schools  of  midwifery,"  and 
after  the  word  "dentistry,"  in  the  fourth  line  of  minimum  require- 
ments add  the  words  "or  midwifery."  After  the  word  "college,"  in  the 
sixth  line,  the  words  "or  College  of  Midwifery,"  and  to  the  paragraph 
the  words  "and  the  student  has  complied  with  paragraph  one  of  this 
schedule." 

The  Secretary  was  ordered  to  notify  all  medical  colleges  in  the 
State  of  the  changes  in  paragraphs  1,  3  and  8  in  minimum  requirements. 

Board  adjourned. 

Board  reconvened  April  20. 

Board  convened  at  Gents'  parlor,  Southern  Hotel,  April  20,  to  hear 
report  of  committee  appointed  tc  visit  and  inspect  the  medical  colleges 
of  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

While  the  committee  was  absent  on  its  tour  of  inspection,  the  Sec- 
retary furnished  Mr.  Prentiss,  of  Ethel,  Macon  county.  Mo.,  with  a  list 
of  questions  for  examination,  and  assigned  him  a  room  and  he  devoted 
the  day  to  his  written  examination. 
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On  re-convening  the  committee  submitted  the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE. 

Tour  committee  appointed  to  visit  the  medical  colleges  of  the 
city  of  St.  Louis,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  visited  the  St.  Louis  Medical  College,  the  Missouri  Medical 
College,  the  Beaumont  Hospital  Medical  College,  the  Barnes  Medical 
College,  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Marion  Sims 
Medical  College,  and  we  find  that  they  were  well  equipped  for  teaching 
medicine  and  surgery  as  regards  chemical  and  pathological  laboratories, 
with  proper  apparatus  and  appliances  and  dissecting  rooms. 

We  also  visited  the  American  Medical  College,  bnt  owing  to  the 
absence  of  the  proper  officer  your  Committee  could  not  inspect  the 
rooms  which  were  used  for  laboratory  instruction.  This  school  has  a 
dissecting  room  in  which  work  has  been  recently  done. 

The  Homeopathic  Medical  School  of  Missouri  has  properly  regu- 
lated dissecting  rooms  and  chemical  materials  and  clinic  room,  but  it 
is  deficient  in  apparatus  for  teaching  physiology  and  pathology. 

We  recommend  that  a  notice  be  sent  to  the  Homeopathic  Medical 
College  calling  attention  to  this  deficiency,  and  requesting  it  to  pre- 
sent to  this  Board  proper  evidence  that  this  deficiency  has  been  sup- 
plied. 

We  also  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  examine  the 
American  Medical  College  and  the  St.  Louis  Hygienic  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons,  and  report  to  this  Board  at  its  earliest  con- 
venience. 

The  Woman's  Medical  College  has  a  proper  dissecting-room  and 
the  beginning  of  a  chemical  and  pathological  laboratory  and  clinic  room. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

No.  5.  On  the  sixth  day  of  January  a  certificate  was  granted  one 
J.  P.  Henderson,  of  Chicago,  after  his  diploma  had  been  exhibited  to 
and  verified  by  the  President  of  this  Board,  and  after  he  had  made  the 
usual  affidavit  and  furnished  me  with  letters  certifying  to  his  good 
character.  He  stated  to  the  President  of  this  Board  that  he  desired 
to  move  to  the  southern  part  of  this  State  and  reside  there,  as  the  cli- 
mate of  Chicago  did  not  agree  with  him.  A  few  weeks  afterward  I 
found  his  advertisement  in  the  Nevada,  (  Mo. )  Mail,  with  a  picture  of 
himself,  and  with  promises  to  cure  almost  everything,  including  cancer 
and  consumption. 

On  February  5,  1894,  Drs.  Callaway  and  Willson,  of  Nevada,  Mo.,, 
filed  the  following  charges  and  specifications  against  the  said  J.  P. 
Henderson: 

"  We  hereby  charge  J.  P.  Henderson,  who  holds  a  certificate  from 
your  Board,  with  unprofessional  and  dishonest  conduct,  as  follows: 

Charge  1st.     Misleading  the  public  by  his  advertisement. 

Specification  Ist.  That  the  said  J.  P.  Henderson  holds  out  and 
represents  to  the  public,  through  an  advertisement  in  the  'Nevada 
Mail'  of  January  13,  1894,  and  a  number  of  days  thereafter,  that  he  is 
President  of  the  Illinois  State  Institute  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
of  Chicago. 

Specification  2d.  Of  holding  oat  to  thfi  public,  in  the  same  ad- 
vertisement referred  to,  as  follows:  "Cancer — This  dreadful  disease 
can  be  positively  cured,  saving  hundred  of  lives,  thousands  of  dollars 
of  money  and  years  of  life  to  the  afflicted."  And  again  in  the  same 
advertisement  above  referred  to,  as   follows:     "Consumption,  bron-

chitis,  heart  disease  and  many  other  diseases  of  throat  and  lungs  cured 
at  proper  stages." 

All  of  which  we  allege  to  be  untrue,  misleading,  dishonorable  and 
unprofessional.

QUARTERLY  MEETING. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  July  5,  1894. 

Convened  at  office  of  Secretary,  pursuant  to  call,  at  10  a.  m. 

Members  present,  Drs.  Lutz,  Merrill,  Paquin,  Hudson  and  Griffith. 

In  the  absence  of  Secretary,  Dr.  Merrill  acted  as  secretary. 

The  minutes  of  preceding  meeting  read  and  approved. 

The  following  midwives  applied  for  examination  for  certificate,  and, 
on  motion,  were  referred  to  resident  members  for  examination,  their 
conclusion  as  to  qualification  to  be  the  action  of  the  Board  : 
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Mrs.  Sarah.  Seaton,  Mrs.  Mary  Murphy  ( colored ),  Mrs.  Philomena 
Sasso  and  Mrs.  Lena  Cohn.  The  latter  claimed  to  have  had  a  diploma 
and  that  it  had  been  destroyed,  and  upon  this  statement  she  sought 
registration,  but  was  refused.  By  consent,  her  case  was  referred  to 
the  local  members  for  examination,  as  in  former  cases. 

On  motion,  Midwife  A.  Bramoff,  of  St.  Louis,  was  referred  to  Dr. 
Lutz,  as  committee  of  Board,  for  her  examination.  Mrs.  Koenig,  mid- 
wife, of  Bland,  Gasconade  county,  was  also  referred  to  Dr.  Lutz  for  ex- 
amination. Mrs.  Anna  Levin  was  referred  to  Drs.  GrifiSth  and  Hudson 
for  examination. 

Application  of  Dr.  F.  G.  Andrews,  graduate  of  Kentucky  School 
of  Medicine  (two  term  school),  of  Denver,  Worth  county:  It  was  or- 
dered, on  motion,  that  he  be  notified  that  he  must  be  examined. 

On  motion,  the  case  of  G.  W.  Belcher,  of  Poynor,  Eipley  county, 
took  the  same  course. 

By  agreement,  time  of  hearing  case  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Henderson  was 
fixed  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  Ooates  house. 

Dr.  Paquin  reported, as  committee  on  the  equipment  of  the  medical 
department  of  the  State  University,  as  being  first-class.     Accepted. 

Committee  (  Drs.  Lutz  and  Merrill )  reported  favorably  on  equip- 
ment of  American  Medical  College,  of  St.  Louis,  and  recommended 
recognition  of  its  diplomas.     Adopted. 

Same  committee  also  reported  that  they  could  not  locate  the  St. 
Louis  Hygienic  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  but  understood 
that  it  had  gone  out  of  existence,  and  recommended  that  pending 
applicants  for  registration  be  favorably  acted  upon.     Adopted. 

Dr.  Samuel  B.  Gowell,  of  Kansas  City,  applied  for  registration  on 
a  diploma  from  the  Physio-Eclectic  Medical  College,  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  a  fraudulent  institution.  Eeferred.  Drs.  Griffith  and  Hudson, 
local  members  of  the  Board,  were  appointed  a  committee  and  directed 
to  collect  his  credentials,  examine  him  as  to  his  qualifications,  and 
report  to  the  Board  their  recommendations  at  its  next  meeting. 

A  recess  was  here  taken  until  4  o'clock. 

Members  prepared  questions  for  examination  of  students,  and  Drs. 
Campbell,  Sutton  and  Bloomer  were  placed  upon  their  honor  by  the 
President,  and  were  given  examination  papers. 

Afternoon  Session  (4  p.  m.). 

Board  reconvened  at  Coates  house.  Members  present:  Drs. 
Lutz,  Merrill,  Paquin,  Hudson  and  Griffith. 

Communication  from  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of  Health,  relating 
to  their  action  on  the  communicability  of  tuberculosis,  was  received. 
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The  Ohair  appointed  Dr.  Paquin  a  committee  of  one  to  formulate 
a  resolution  embod^^ing  recommendations  of  this  Board  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  report  at  next  meeting. 

Case  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Henderson,  appointed  for  this  hour,  was  then 
taken  up,  and  the  Doctor  appeared  with  his  attorney,  W.  P.  King,  Jr. 
The  charges  against  the  Doctor  were  read  and  the  answer  to  same  read 
by  his  attorney,  who  also  made  a  statement  to  the  Board  in  behalf  of 
his  client  (see  stenographer's  report )  in  support  of  his  statements. 

Defendant  was  now  sworn  and  questioned  by  members  of  the 
Board,  and  afterward  cross-questioned  by  the  attorney;  after  which 
the  Board  went  into  executive  session  and  considered  the  case,  and 
the  following  resolutions  were  passed: 

Whereas,  Dr.  J.  P.  Henderson  has  been  notified  of  charges  and  specifications 
having  been  presented  against  him  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  ;  and 

Whereas,  said  Dr.  Henderson  has  appeared  before  this  Board  and  had  a  hear- 
ing on  said  charges  and  specifications  ;  and 

Whereas,  this  Board  finds  by  the  evidence  presented  that  said  Dr.  Henderson 
has  been  guilty  of  misleading  the  public  by  his  advertisement  as  charged  ;  there- 
fore. 

Resolved,  That  this  B3ard  finds  the  said  Dr.  Henderson  guilty  of  unprofessional 
and  dishojorable  CDiduet  withii  the  mdaaiag  of  s^ctioa  6S78  Revised  Statutes, 
inasmuch  as  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  this  advertisement  tends  to  mislead  and 
deceive  the  public;  and  therefore, 

Resolved  furthermore,  That  his  license  to  practice  medicine  in  this  State  be  and 
is  hereby  revoked. 

Adopted. 

Committee  on  course  of  study  and  equipment  of  medical  colleges 
continued.  « 

Quarterly  report  of  Secretary  was  then  read  and  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  all  medical  col- 
leges in  the  State,  that  section  one,  of  new  minimum  requirements  of 
State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri,  concerning  the  admissions  of  stu- 
dents to  lecture  courses,  shall  go  into  effect  March  1,  1895. 

The  chair  then  appointed  Drs.  Paquin  and  Griffith  delegates  to  the 
American  Public  Health  Association,  at  Montreal,  Canada,  Sept.  28. 

Executive  committee  was  directed  to  reintroduce  bill  for  local 
boards  of  health. 

Executive  committee  also  directed  to  investigate  and  report  at

I  have  in  my  possession  five  applications  for  registration  from 
graduates  of  the  American  Medical  College.  These  have  not  been 
granted,  for  the  reason  that  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, held  in  St.  Louis,  failed  to  make  their  report  as  to  the  equipment, 
etc.,  for  the  scientific  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery.  The  diplomas 
of  the  graduates  from  the  St.  Louis  Hygienic  College  of  P.  and  S.  were 
returned  without  registration    certificates   for   the  same  reason. 

A  certificate  of  registration  was  refused  Dr.  D.  W.  Scott,  an  adver- 
tising quack  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  The  prosecuting  attorney  of  Buch- 
anan county  was  notified  that  Dr.  Scott  was  practicing  without  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  State  Board,  in  violation  of  the  law.  Dr.  Scott  was 
also  notitied  that  he  had  better  cross  the  borders  of  our  State  or  suf- 
fer the  consequences,  and  I  have  since  been  informed  that  he  has  made 
his  escape  into  Iowa  ;  but  before  doing  so  he  made  arrangements  with 
a  Mrs.  Hutton,  who  passes  as  an  electrician,  whereby  she  could  prac- 
tice under  his  wing. 

Certificate  of  registration  was  also  refused  Dr.  C.  A.  Snyder,  on 
account  of  the  symptoms  he  presented  of  being  a  quack,  and  for  the 
reason  that  he  was  highly  recommended  by  the  all-around  specialist  of 
Dubuque,  Iowa,  Dr.  F.  A.  Seeman. 

I  have  [also  received  information  from  Drs.  Henson  and  Wasson, 
that  the  county  clerk  of  Stone  county  is  registering  all  kinds  of  quacks, 
and  this  without  the  parties  holding  certificates  from  the  State  Board. 
In  view  of  this  fact  I  would  suggest  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  communicate  with  all  the  county  clerks  in  this  State,  and  ask  them 
to  send  in  a  list  of  all  the  physicians  and  midwives  registered  in  their 
respective  counties,  and  state  on  what  kind  of  a  certificate  they  were 
allowed  to  register  ;  also,  to  give  number  of  same. 

5.  Quite  a  number  of  applications  for  examination  before  the 
Missouri  State  Board  of  Health  were  sent  out,  but  only  the  following 
were  returned :

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Several  midwives,  who  have  been  practicing  their  profession  in 
Kansas  City  and  Jackson  county  for  several  years  past,  were  notified 
to  appear  before  the  Board  at  this  meeting,  July  5,  1894,  to  be  exam- 
ined for  certificates,  they  not  being  graduates  from  schools  of  mid- 
wifery. The  midwives  who  intend  to  come  before  the  Board  for  ex- 
amination were  granted  the  protection  of  this  Board  by  the  Secretary 
to  practice  their  profession  until  July  5.  This,  for  the  reason  that  the 
city  Board  of  Health  recently  passed  a  law  compelling  all  physicians 
and  midwives  to  register  their  certificates  from  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  with  the  clerk  of  Board  of  Health  of  Kansas  city.

6.     Medical  colleges Communications  have  been   received  from 

physicians  and  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  newly  organized  Central 
Medical  College  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  the  reorganized  Xorthwestern 
Medical  College,  in  which  the  parties  ask  whether  or  not  these  colleges 
will  be  recognized  by  State  Board.  Also,  if  a  course  of  medicine 
taken  in  the  defunct  Northwestern  Medical  College  of  St.  Joseph  will 
be  accepted  by  this  Board  as  the  equivalent  of  one  course  of  lectures. 
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Dr.  H.  Christopher,  Dean  of  the  Ensworth  Medical  College  and 
Hospital  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  wishes  to  know  if  arrangements  can  be 
made  between  this  school  and  the  Great  Northwestern  Xormal  School, 
located  at  Stanberry,  Mo.,  by  which  the  students  who  have  completed 
a  coarse  in  the  branches  of  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  Latin, 
physics,  mathematics  and  theoretical  and  analytical  chemistry,  as 
taught  in  that  school,  will  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  one  year's  read- 
ing under  a  preceptor. 

Communications  also  received  from  various  other  medical  colleges 
in  this  State.  Also  an  invitation  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical 
department  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  visit  that 
institution.     All  of  which  correspondence  is  respectfully  submitted. 

I  also  wish  to  submit  copy  of  resolutions  adopted  at  the  last  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of  Health,  touching  on 
the  disease  of  tubercolosis  and  small-pox,  and  a  letter  from  C.  O. 
Probst,  Secretary  i^ational  Conference  State  Boards  of  Health,  re- 
questing that  the  dues  of  this  Board  be  forwarded  to  Henry  B.  Baker. 


SXTALL-POX. 

Nine  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  as  existing  at  Sugar  Lake, 
in  Platte  county.  May  30,  1894,  after  which  I  wrote  Dr.  B.  W.  Culver,  of 
Rushville,  Mo.,  who  was  treating  these  cases,  and  asked  him  to  make 
report  of  the  condition  of  things  at  Sugar  Lake  ;  also  what  precautions 
had  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  Doctor 
reported  to  me  that  there  were  only  seven  cases  there,  and  that  none 
of  them  were  of  a  very  serious  nature  ;  also  that  they  were  perfectly 
isolated,  and  that  all  persons  who  had  been  exposed  had  been  vacci- 
nated. He  also  informed  me  that  N.  H.  Woolston  had  been  appointed 
Local  Health  Officer  by  the  county  officials.  I  then  wrote  Mr.  Wool- 
ston asking  him  to  keep  me  posted  by  reporting  all  new  cases,  deaths, 
etc.,  after  which  I  received  a  letter  from  him  stating  that  one  of  the 
afflicted  died,  and  that  the  rest  were  all  convalescing  and  no  new  cases 
had  developed.  I  sent  him  the  enclosed  notice  (quarantine  rules), 
which  he  posted,  and  the  instructions  were  rigidly  carried  out,  with 
the  exception  that  some  of  the  neighbors  refused  to  be  vaccinated. 
I  libve  heard  nothing  more  from  Mr.  Woolston,  so  I  take  it  that  there 
is  no  small-pox  in  Platte  county  at  present. 

One  case  of  small-pox  was  reported  from  East  Atchison,  in 
Buchanan  county,  by  Waller  Young,  County  Clerk.  I  called  his  atten- 
tion to  section  5419,  Revised  Statutes  of  1889,  and  advised  that  the 
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County  Court  of  Buchanan  county  appoint  a  local  health  officer  for 
East  Atchison,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  see  that  all  cases  are  strictly 
isolated,  and  that  persons  exposed  or  unprotected  be  immediately 
vaccioated,  etc.,  etc.

MIN^UTBS  OF  THIRD  REGULAR  QUARTERLY  MEETING. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  October  25,  1894. 

Pursuant  to  notice,  Missouri  State  Board  of  Health  met  in  Gents'" 
parlor  of  Southern  hotel,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  October  25,  1894. 

Present,  Drs.  Albert  Merrill,  Paul  Paquin,  T.  H.  Hudson  and  Willis 
P.  King. 

On  motion,  Dr.  Merrill  was  elected  President  pro  tem.  The  min- 
utes of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  on  motion 
were  adopted.  The  Secretary's  report,  ending  September  30,  1894, 
was  read  and  approved. 

At  11  o'clock  a.  m..  Dr.  Lutz  appeared  and  took  the  chair. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Merrill : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  "'Committee  on  Communicable 
Diseases"  be  constituted,  to  prepare  circulars  of  instruction  for  the  management 
and  control  of  epidemics  of  communicable  disease?,  to  be  furnished  to  the  local  au- 
thorities by  the  Board,  in  outbreaks  which  may  occur  within  the  State. 

Adopted. 

Drs.  Merrill  and  Paquin  appointed  said  committee,  with  orders  to 
report  at  regular  meeting  at  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  in  January,  1895. 

Case  of  Dr.  N.  C.  Williams,  of  Clifton  Hill,  Mo.,  for  performing  a 
criminal  abortion,  was  then  taken  up.  Dr.  Williams,  being  present, 
accompanied  by  his  attorney,  Mr.  Palmer,  of  Huntsville,  Mo.,  pleaded 
not  guilty. 

Statement  was  made  by  Mr.  Palmer,  his  attorney :  and  also  by 
Geo.  Lay  against  him. 

It  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that  neither  the  prjjs- 
ecution  nor  defense  was  prepared,  it  was  moved  that  the  case  be  post- 
poned until  January  meeting  at  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  in  1895. 

Matter  of  application  of  Dr.  Clyde  D.  Schurtz,  of  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  was  then  taken  up,  and  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  refuse  cer- 
tificate. 
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The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Dr.  King: 

Moved  by  Dr.  King  that  Drs.  Lutz,  Merrill  and  Paquin  be  consti- 
tuted a  committee  on  printing,  with  instructions  to  inquire  as  to  cost 
of  printing  a  bulletin  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Missouri,  and  if 
they  find  that  we  have  means  sufficient  and  available,  they  proceed  at 
once  to  get  out  a  number  for  the  month  of  November,  and  also  for  the 
succeeding  month  of  December,  1894,  and  January,  1895. 

Adopted. 

Eegarding  Central  Medical  College  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Dr.  Mer- 
rill introduced  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  answer  communication  of  the 
Central  Medical  College,  as  follows  : 

The  recognition  of  the  diplomas  of  the  college  and  the  credit  allowed  the 
students  who  previously  attended  at  the  Northwestern  Medical  College  will  de- 
pend on  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  by  this  Board  to  investigate  the  teach- 
ing and  equipment  and  requirements  of  the  Central  Medical  College,  which  report 
will  be  acted  upon  by  this  Board  previous  to  the  graduating  exercises  of  said  col- 
lege. 

Adopted. 

Committee,  consisting  of  Drs.  McAlester,  Paquin  and  Hudson,  was 
appointed  to  go  to  St.  Joseph,  not  before  January  1,  1895,  and  investi- 
gate. 

Dr.  Lutz  introduced  the  following: 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  January  2,  1894.  stu- 
dents of  midwifery  and  obstetrics  must  attend  a  course  of  lectures  extending  over 
five  months  after  the  close  of  session  of  spring,  1894. 

Adopted. 

Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  above  resolution  to  all 
medical  colleges  in  the  state. 

It  was  moved  that  the  resolution  offered  by  Dr.  Merrill  be  adopted, 
answering  the  inquiry  of  the  Central  Medical  College  of  St.  Joseph, 
Mo.,  respecting  students  who  had  attended  one  course  at  the  North- 
western Medical  College,  not  now  recognized  by  this  Board,  and  that 
it  stand  as  the  rule  of  this  Board  governing  such  cases. 

Dr.  Lutz  introduced  the  following: 

Resolved ^ihKt  no  medical  college  guilty  of  issuing  a  catalogue  or  prospectus, 
in  which  are  contained  material  misrepresentations  concerning  its  teaching  facili- 
ties, course  of  study,  or  false  representations  in  the  list  of  students  matriculated  or 
in  attendance,  shall  be  in  good  standing  with  this  Board. 

Adopted. 

Committee  on  examination  of  midwives  be  requested  to  report 
result  of  their  examination  to  the  Secretary,  and  that  their  recom- 
mendation stand  as  the  action  of  the  Board. 
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Dr.  Hudson,  who  was  appointed  with  Dr.  Griffith  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  to  examine  credentials  and  qualification  of  Dr.  Samuel 
B.  Gowell  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  reports  that  Dr.  Gowell  was  required 
to  produce  his  credentials  to  said  committee,  and  that  he  (Gowell) 
went  away  and  never  returned. 

On  motion,  report  was  received  and  committee  discharged. 

Dr.  Paquin  introduced  the  following  resolution  respecting  tuber- 
culosis : 

Whereas,  numerous  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  of  the  lower  animals 
are  common  to  man  and  beast,  are  transmissible  from  the  former  to  the  latter,  and 
vice  versa ;  and 

Whereas,  tuberculosis,  glanders,  actinomycosis,  exist  as  extensively  among 
the  domesticated  animals  of  Missouri  as  in  any  State  in  the  Union,  where  these 
maladies  are  more  strictly  dealt  with  ;  and 

Whereas,  tuberculosis  in  particular  is  obviously  transmissible  from  cattle  to 
man,  particularly  to  children,  by  means  of  infected  meat  or  milk  from  diseased 
bovines  ;  and 

Whereas,  the  sanitary  laws  of  the  State,  as  at  present  constituted,  exclude 
the  Board  of  Health  from  participating  in  the  regulation  of  quarantine  measures 
affecting  live-stock  capable  of  transmitting  diseases  to  man  ; 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  belief  and  earnest  desire  of  this  Board  that  all  sani- 
tary laws  of  the  State,  affecting  both  man  and  beast,  should  have  organic  relation, 
and  that  all  State  officers  charged  with  sanitary  duties  concerning*  live-stock 
should  have  some  connection  with  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
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Whereas,  it  is  firmly  established  that  tuberculosis  (commonly  called  consump- 
tion) is  a  disease  communicable  between  human  beings  and  from  animals  to  man, 
and  vice  versa,  by  means  of  the  germ  that  produces  it  ;  and 

Whereas,  said  disease  is  largely  prevalent,  and  it  is  responsible  for  about  one- 
sixth  of  the  death-rate  ;  and 

Whereas,  every  foreign  nation,  and  almost  every  State  in  the  Union,  are  mak- 
ing earnest  efforts,  by  teaching  on  sanitation,  by  legislation  and  otherwise,  to 
subdue  this  plague  ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Missouii  is  in  harmony  with 
these  universal  endeavors  to  eradicate  tuberculosis  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  belief  of  this  Board  that  tuberculosis  in  this  State 
should  be  recognized  and  dealt  with  as  a  communicable  disease. 

Resolved,  further.  That  every  effort  should  be  made  to  improve  the  sanitary 
laws  of  the  State  so  as  to  give  this  Board  means  and  power  to  educate  the  people 
on  the  nature  of  taberculosis,  and  to  take  such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  just, 
wise  and  legitimate  to  arrest  its  spread  and  eradicate  it,  if  possible. 

Adopted. 

Following  resolution  introduced  by  Dr.  King : 

Whereas,  The  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  through  its  secre- 
tary, has  notified  this  Board  that  they  have  decided  to  withhold  a  recognition  of 
the  American  Medical  College,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  for  one  year,  and  that,  in  case  of 
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an  investigation,  the  said  investigation  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  college 
demanding  recognition ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to  notify  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  Illinois  that  since  the  time  (in  November,  1893)  when  this  Board 
reported  adversely  upon  the  said  American  Medical  College,  it  has  added  largely 
to  its  equipment,  so  as  to  briag  it  within  the  schedule  of  requirements  of  this 
Board,  and  is  now  recognized  as  a  college  in  good  standing. 

Adopted. 

Drs.  Paquin  and  McAlester  appointed  a  committee  of  conference 
with  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  in  furtherance  of  Dr.  Paquin's  reso- 
lution.    Above  committee  ordered  to  report  to  executive  committee. 

A  committee  of  one,  to  formulate  a  law  establishing  local  boards 
of  health,  and  regulating  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  and  that 
this  committee  report  to  executive  committee. 

Dr.  Merrill  appointed  said  committee.

Eefused  certificate  to  Dr.  Rollie  L.  Bracey,  of  Wellston,  Mo.,  who 
is  a  graduate  of  Barnes  Medical  College,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Bracey  com- 
plied with  the  requirements  of  the  Board,  but  certificate  was  refused 
on  account  of  charges  pending  against  him,  and  he  was  requested  to 
appear  before  the  Board  to  present  his  case. 

Dr.  C.  A.  Snyder,  who  gives  his  address  "General  delivery,  St- 
Louis,  Mo.,"  was  also  refused  a  certificate  and  requested  to  come  be- 
fore the  Board  to  be  heard.  Dr.  Snyder  made  application  for  certifi- 
cate last  May,  but  was  recommended  by  an  advertising  quack,  was  not 
a  resident  of  this  State,  and  made  the  statement  that  he  did  not  intend 
to  move  away  from  Iowa.  I  took  it  for  granted  that  he  was  a  traveling 
doctor,  and  only  wanted  a  certificate  to  practice  in  this  State  as  a 
convenience.  Dr.  Snyder  at  one  time  operated  a  Keeley  Institute  in 
Iowa. 

Papers  fully  covering  his  case  are  presented  with  this  report. 

The  application  of  Dr.  Clyde  D.  Schurtz,  a  graduate  of  Rush  Med- 
ical College,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  is  still  pending  in  this  office  for  the 
action  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Schurtz  is  located  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and 
professes  to  cure  hernia  without  any  operation,  pain,  danger,  loss  of 
blood  or  detention  from  business. 

The  three  gentlemen  who  presented  themselves  before'the  Board 
for  examination  at  its  last  regular  quarterly  meeting,  failed  to  make  the 
required  per  cent  and  were  refused  certificates  accordingly. 

The  five  midwives  who  presented  themselves  for  examination  be- 
fore the  Board  at  its  last  regular  quarterly  meeting,  and  were  referred 
to  the  local  members  for  examination,  passed  satisfactory  examination, 
and  all  were  given  certificates  but  one  who  failed  to  call  for  it. 

Charges  of  unprofessional  and  criminal  conduct  have  been  pre- 
ferred against  Dr.  N.  C.  Williams,  of  Clifton  Hill,  Mo.  Dr.  Williams 
was  presented  with  a  copy  of  the  charges,  and  notice  was  served  on 
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Mm  through  W.  T.  Dameron,  sheriff  of  Rindolph  county,  to  appear 
before  the  Board  on  October  25,  1894,  to  be  heard  in  his  behalf,  and 
•show  cause  why  certificate  should  not  be  revoked. 

I  also  wish  to  present  at  this  meeting,  communication  from  Secre- 
tary State  Board  of  Health  of  Illinois,  regarding  their  action  in  case 
of  the  American  Medical  College  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  At  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  Illinois,  that  the  American  Medical  College  of  St. 
Louis,  Mo.  had  fully  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  State 
Board,  and  that  their  diplomas  would  be  recognized.  Illinois  board 
was  so  informed. 

Also,  communications  from  Dr.  T.  E.  Potter,  Secretary  of  the 
Central  Medical  College,  and  Dr.  J.  A.  French,  Secretary  of  the  North- 
western Medical  College  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  requesting  the  Board  to 
-visit  their  schools. 

Also,  comtnunlcatioa  from  the  University  Medical  College  of  Kan- 
sas City,  Mo.,  and  Barnes  Medical  College,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

I  aU'O  present  the  bill  of  Dr.  Paul  Paquin,  for  expenses  incurred  in 
attending  the  American  Public  Health  Association  at  Montreal. 

About  July  15,  it  came  to  the  knowledge  of  this  office  that  small- 
pox existed  at  the  town  of  Mountain  Grove,  in  Wright  county.  Mo. 
A  message  was  sent  to  Dr.  J.  M.  Hubbard,  of  Mountain  Grove,  making 
inquiry,  when  a  letter  dated  July  17,  1894,  from  Dr.  J.  M.  Habbard,  was 
received,  accompanied  by  a  photograph  of  a  case  in  full  effiorescence. 

Correspondence  with  the  authorities  at  Mountain  Grove  revealed 
the  fact  that  they  had  the  idea  that  this  Board  had  power  to  send  phy- 
sicians to  treat  small-pox.  Their  minds  were  disabused  on  this  point, 
but  I  took  all  necessary  measures  within  the  limit  of  my  authority  and 
of  the  funds  si  hand  to  assist  in  stamping  out  the  epidemic.  To  this 
€nd  the  enclosed  circular  was  prepared  and  a  number  sent  to  be  posted 
in  the  infected  district. 

I  also  sent  them  87.50  worth  of  freshly  prepared  virus,  obtained 
direct  from  the  Higgins  farm  in  St.  Louis  county. 

I  also  advised  the  County  Court  of  Wright  county  to  appoint  a 
local  board  of  health  to  take  charge  of  quarantine,  vaccination  and 
isolation  of  exposed  persons  and  also  of  the  treatment  of  those  aiflicted. 
This  was  immediately  done,  the  court  appointing  Drs.  J.  M.  Hubbard, 
of  Mountain  Grove,  R.  H.  Hanson,  of  Hartville,  and  J.  H.  McClellon, 
of  Antrim. 

In  all  there  were  thirty-one  cases,  with  three  deaths. 

This  office  kept  in  close  communication  with  the  authorities  of 
Wright  county  and  Mountain  Grove  as  long  as  the  epidemic  lasted. 
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On  August  8th,  1894,  Mr.  C.  M.  Mitchel,  mayor  of  Mountain 
Grove,  reported  that  all  affected  cases  were  convalescing,  and  no  new- 
cases  reported. 

In  the  same  letter,  Mr.  Mitchel  reported  two  cases  in  Texas 
county,  nine  miles  from  Mountain  Grove  and  sixteen  miles  from 
Houston,  the  county  seat  of  Texas  county.  I  at  once  communicated 
with  the  County  Clerk  of  Texas  county,  making  the  same  suggestions 
and  giving  the  same  instructions  with  regard  to  the  outbreak  m  that 
county  that  I  did  in  Wright  county.  The  County  Court  at  once  met 
and  appointed  a  health  officer;  but,  as  no  further  report  was  received 
at  this  office,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that,  under  the  instructions  given, 
the  epidemic  was  suppressed,  or  that  small-pox  did  not  exist — the 
report,  perhaps,  being  the  result  of  a  neighborhood  fright,  incident  to 
the  existence  of  small-pox  at  Mountain  Grove. 

In  compliance  with  the  agreement  embodied  in  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  conference  of  the  State  Boards  of  Health,  respecting- 
interstate  notification  of  occurrence  of  certain  communicable  diseases,, 
other  State  Boards  were  notified  of  the  existence  of  this  epidemic.

SPECIAL   MEETING. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  December  8,  1894. 

Pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  President,  the  State  Board  of  Health 
of  Missouri  met  in  special  session  at  the  Southern  hotel,  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  Dec.  8,  1894,  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  recommendations  to 
the  Governor  for  enactment  by  the  Legislature  to  advance  public 
health  interests,  as  required  by  the  law ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering various  matters  pertaining  to  the  annual  conference  of  State 
Boards  of  Health  at  Washington,  and  the  appointment  of  delegates 
thereto ;  and  furthermore  for  the  consideration  of  matters  concerning 
the  publication  of  a  Board  journal,  namely,  "  The  Missouri  Sanitarian." 

There  were  present  Dr.  J.  F.  Lut5;,  President;  Dr.  Albert  Merrill, 
Dr.  J.  D.  Griffith,  and  Dr.  Paul  Paquin,  who  acted  as  Secretary. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
last  regular  meeting  was  dispensed  with. 

A  motion  by  Dr.  Griffith,  to  the  effect  that  the  matter  of  attend- 
ance on  the  National  Conference  of  the   State   Boards  of  Health  be 
taken  up,  was  carried.     The  Board  then  discussed  an  invitation  sent 
by  the  officers  of  the  National  Conference  to  send  delegates  to  this- 
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Conference,  meeting  the  12th  of  December,  at  Washington,  and  ap- 
pointed Drs.  Lutz  and  Merrill  as  delegates. 

An  official  communication  from  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city 
of  St.  Louis,  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Health  Commissioner,  embody- 
ing a  preamble  and  resolution  concerning  the  contaminatien  of  sources 
of  public  water  supply,  was  received  and  ordered  filed. 

The  delegates  to  the  Conference  of  the  Boards  of  Health  were. 
on  motion,  instructed  that  the  following  resolution  be  presented  to  the 
National  Conference  as  being  the  sense  oft  his  Board : 

Whereas,  the  increasing  pollution  of  bodies  of  water  contiguous  to  cities  and 
towns  has  become  a  menace  to  the  health  of  communities,  of  such  gravity  and 
extent  that  it  is  a  question  of  national  importance ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  ia  the  sense  of  this  Confeience  that  the  whole  subject  of  the 
contamination  of  such  Jakes  and  8tream3  as  are  the  sources  of  water  supply  to  more 
than  one  State  should  be  investigated  by  a  commission  created  by  an  act  of  Con- 
gress, and  that  the  conclusions  reached,  together  with  suggestions  for  legal  remedy 
and  control,  should  be  published  from  time  to  time,  for  the  information  of  interested 
communities 

Dr.  Albert  Merrill,  committee  of  one  appointed  at  previous  meet- 
ing to  draft  recommendations  to  the  Governor  and  Legislature,  reported 
as  follows : 

We  respectfully  recommend  legislation  on  the  followirg  subjects: 

1.  An  act  creating  local  Boards  of  Health  to  aid  in  the  local  performance  of 
the  general  duties  required  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  to  co-operate  with  it 
in  promoting  and  protecting  the  public  health. 

2  An  act  authorizing  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  employ  and  direct  chem- 
ical, biological  and  other  expert  assistance  at  reputable  laboratories  within  the 
State  to  conduct  the  investigation  bearing  on  public  health  hereinafter  designated, 
and  providing  penalties  or  remedial  powers  for  the  punishment  of  fraud  when 
detected  by  such  investigation,  or  correcting  conditions  that  jeopardize  the  health 
of  the  people. 

Investigations  to  embrace  : 

The  purity,  wholesomeness,  identity  and  adulteration  of  food  products  of  all 
kinds,  natural  and  artificial  mineral  waters,  ice,  beverages,  drugs,  chemicals, 
proprietary  and  patent  mediuines,  etc. 

A  general  protective  oversight  of  the  water  supplies  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses within  the  State,  seeking  to  define  the  nature  of  any  impurity  or  contamina- 
tion in  such  waters,  and  pointing  out  the  legal  corrective  or  preventive  measures 
to  insure  their  wholesomeness. 

The  disposal  of  garbage,  offal  and  sewage  in  such  manner  as  best  to  protect 
the  public  health.  'J  he  diseases  of  domestic  animals  and  their  eommunicability  to 
human  beings,  including  means  of  control  and  prevention.  The  regulation  of 
noxious  or  offensive  trades  or  manufacturing  processes  ;  the  ventilation  and  gen- 
eral hygiene  of  schools  and  public  institutions. 

Providing  a  fund  for  the  foregoing  purposes  and  designating  a  limit  of  expen- 
ditures per  annum. 
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3.  An  act  creating  a  bureau  of  vital  statistics  at  the  capital,  to  be  under  the 
flupervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  providing  a  clerk  and  suitable  rooms 
for  its  use. 

The  object  of  such  bureau  is  as  fallows  :  ^ 

To  collect  and  arrange  for  reference  and  publish  from  time  to  time  such  pablic 
records  and  statistical  information  as  shall  be  useful  to  statesmen,  political  econo- 
mists and  sanitarians  in  the  investigation  of  the  life  history  of  people  or  the  science 
of  society  and  government,  or  as  may  be,  employes,  as  evidence  in  legal  disputes, 
involving  questions  of  heritage,  legitimacy  or  illegitimacy,  suffrage  because  of 
age  or  maturity,  loss  of  identity  after  prolonged  absence,  or  to  establish  identity 
of  one  claiming  protection  of  the  government ;  also,  such  disease  and  mortuary 
records  as  indicate  the  nature  and  distribution  and  causes  of  disease  and  death, 
or  whose  required  record  serves  to  detect  or  prevent  crime. 

Provision  to  be  made  in  the  act  for  the  registration  of  marriages,  divorces, 
births  and  deaths  in  each  county.  Record  books  and  blank  forms  of  returns  to  be 
furnished  by  the  State  Board  and  returns  made  through  the  Board  to  the  Bureau 
of  Vital  Statistics  ;  compensation  to  be  provided  for  county  ofiacers  of  record. 

4.  An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  contingent  fund  of  $12,000,  to  be 
used  only  in  case  of  epidemic,  jeopardizing  the  health  of  the  State,  threatened  or 
present,  and  then  only  by  a  vote  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  approved  by  the 
Governor. 

5.  The  rapidly  increasing  use  of  lakes  and  rivers  for  the  disposal  of  manu- 
facturing waste,  sewage,  garbage  and  other  offal  of  cities,  has  caused  the  con- 
tamination of  municipal  and  domestic  water  supply  to  become  a  subject  of 
national  importance.  We  think,  therefore,  that  its  investigation  should  be  un- 
dertaken by  the  United  States  Gsvernment.  We  respectfully  suggest  that  Con- 
gress be  memorialized  to  create  a  commission  with  sufficient  means  and  full 
powers  to  examine  pollution,  and  publish  their  results  with  suggestion  for  pre- 
vention and  relief. 

Adopted. 

Dr.  Paul  Paqain,  Secretary  pro  tem.,  was  requested  to  transmit 
these  recommendations  to  His  Excellency  without  delay. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  animal  diseases,  etc.,  composed  of 
Drs.  Paquin  and  McAlester,  was  received  and  approved,  and  it  was,  on 
motion,  ordered  embodied  in  the  above-mentioned  recommendations 
to  the  Governor  and  Legislature. 

The  report  was  as  follows  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  connecting 
the  State  Veterinary  Sanitary  Service  with  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
beg  to  report  that  having  met  and  canvassed  the  subject  and  con- 
ferred with  certain  members  and  some  officers  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  recommend  that  the  State  Vet- 
erinary Surgeon  be  made  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  whenever  any  condition  in  the  State,  concerning  the  disease  of 
live-stock  and  the  disease  of  meat  and  milk,  shall,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Board,  demand  the  assistance  of  this  officer. 
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We  deem  it  wise  to  advise  the  pablic  that  this  view  of  the  matter 
l)e  taken  because  several  of  the  worst  and  most  fatal  maladies  of 
man  exist  in  animals  ( notably  consumption,  which  is  largely  prevalent 
^mong  milch  cows),  and  because  there  is  but  one  Medical  Science,  so 
to  speak,  and  one  Science  of  Hygiene  (pathology  in  man  or  beast 
being  identical);  and  furthermore,  the  sanitary  service  of  the  State, 
covering  man  and  beast,  could  be  more  economically  and  thoroughly 
guarded  under  one  head  concerning  most  of  its  work,  provided  that  the 
head  be  versed  in  medicine  and  hygiene. 

Your  committee  deem  it  wise,  however,  not  to  recommend  at  this 
date  the  complete  transference  of  the  State  Veterinarian  from  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  Paul  Paquin,  Chairman. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Merrill  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Lutz,  that  the 
reports  of  Drs.  Griffith  and  Paquin,  delegates  to  the  American  Health 
Association,  be  received  and  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary,  with  the 
request  that  they  be  embodied  in  the  annual  report — extracts  to  be 
made  for  and  published  in  the  Missouri  Sanitarian. 

Carried. 

The  Committee  on  Publication,  composed  of  Drs.  Lutz,  Merrill  and 
Paquin,  reported  that,  following  instructions,  they  had  begun  the  pub- 
lication of  a  sanitary  journal,  and  had  given  it  the  name  of  "  Missouri 
Sanitarian."  The  first  issue  consisted  of  5000  copies.  The  magazine 
has  been  entered  at  the  postoffice  at  St.  Louis  as  second  class  matter. 
The  lowest  bid  for  printing,  mailing,  etc.,  has  been  approved. 

The  President  appointed  a  committee,  composed  of  Drs.  Merrill 
and  Paquin,  to  draft  a  circular  letter  covering  the  management  of  infec- 
tious and  contagious  diseases,  said  letter  to  be  issued  to  the  various 
local  boards  of  health  in  the  State  for  their  assistance  and  guidance 
in  controlling  epidemics — report  of  the  committee  to  be  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  in  January,  1895. 

Board  adjourned  at  2:30  p.  m.

Third — Number  of  certificates  refused  on  diplomas  from  medical 
schools  whose  graduates  could  not  comply  with  the  minimum  require- 
ments, 11. 
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Fourth — Certificates  refused  to  individuals  known  to  be  adver- 
tisers, whose  advertisements,  in  my  opinion,  had  a  tendency  to  mislead 
and  deceive  the  public,  2.  The  advertisements  of  these  physicians  are 
presented  with  this  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board. 

Fifth — I  also  wish  to  present  the  advertisements  of  several  travel- 
ing doctors,  licentiates  of  this  Board,  who  obtained  their  certificates 
by  misrepresentation.  They  stated  that  they  intended  to  permanently 
locate  within  the  State.  Their  names  are  D.  D.  Rea  and  Dr.  Apple- 
man. 

Sixth — I  present  also  the  advertisements  of  Dr.  A.  T.  I^ee,  of 
Kirksville,  Mo.,  a  licentiate  of  this  Board,  whose  advertisements  were 
sent  me  by  a  citizen  of  Kirksville ;  but  no  charges  have  been  preferred. 

Seventh — R.  E.  Robey,  of  Farber,  Mo.,  presented  a  diploma  from 
the  Newland  College  of  Midwifery,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  asked  for  a 
certificate  in  haste,  as  he  wished  to  enter  practice  at  once.  As  this 
was  the  first  male  midwife  that  made  application  for  a  certificate,  I 
entered  into  correspondence  with  him,  and  informed  him  that,  if  he 
was  under  the  impression  that  he  could  practice  medicine  on  a  midwife 
certificate,  he  could  not  do  so  without  violating  the  law;  whereupon 
he  withdrew  his  application. 

I  wrote  the  secretary  of  the  Newland  College  of  Midwifery,  making 
inquiry  as  to  whether  it  was  usual  for  them  to  graduate  men  as  mid- 
wives,  and  asking  if  this  man  was  a  graduate  of  their  school,  but  have 
as  yet  received  no  reply. 

Eighth — I  received  a  communication  from  Dr.  John  U.  Weihman, 
of  Ottawa,  111.,  asking  if  a  diploma  from  the  St.  Louis  Hahnemann 
Medical  College  of  Missouri  would  be  recognized  by  this  Board.  This 
school  was  organized  in  1873,  and  became  extinct  in  1874.  I  would 
like  the  opinion  of  the  elder  members  of  the  Board  on  this  matter. 

Ninth — There  are  three  applicants  for  examination  at  this  meeting, 
viz.:  Isaac  William  Powell,  of  Kaseyville,  Mo.;  Louis  Wells,  of  No. 
3324  Rutgers  street,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Fred  Mull,  of  No.  3223  Yista 
avenue,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
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
